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CLEVELANDMEN’SBANQUET 


TWENTIETH ANNUAL MEETING 
Speakers Tell of Good Work of Life 
Agents—Spring Awakens 
Poetic Germ 





The Cleveland Association of Life 
Underwriters held its twentieth an- 
nual meeting and banquet at the Ex- 
celsior club on Monday evening. The 
principal speakers were Dr. George S. 
Miller, superintendent of agents of the 
Phoenix Mutual Life, and Attorney 
Harry F. Payer and Rabbi Moses J. 
Gries of Cleveland. 

Dr. Miller voiced the appreciation of 
the company officials of the work of the 
field men, while Attorney Payer and 
Rabbi Gries spoke in glowing words 
from the standpoint of the layman. 
Each one expressed his belief that life 
agents are engaged in a noble work 
and that the protection extended would 
not meet the widespread needs it is do- 
ing, if they did not spend their time in 
urging people to take advantage of it. 

President E. M. Post of the associa- 
tion presided as toastmaster. In his 
opening remarks he spoke of the 
growth of association work and the 
benefits that have come through co- 
operation on the part of agents. Neith- 
er the people nor the companies could 
do without the life agents, he said, as 
they are accomplishing much in per- 
suading the producers of the country to 
make sure of the future for those de- 
pendent upon them. Mr. Post intro- 
duced each speaker with a graceful lit- 
tle address. 


Dr. Miller’s Address 


Dr. George S. Miller, on taking the 
floor, recalled a former meeting of this 
association which he had addressed, 
and then launched into a discussion ot 
the work that has been done by the life 
men and the good they have accom- 
plished. Dr. Miller discussed the 
Hughes laws in New York and said 
that it is preposterous for one man to 
think that he is able to formulate a 
code that will properly regulate the 
great system of life insurance. With 
certain amendments, the code would 
probably be a good one, he said, but as 
it stands there are many faults in it, 
one of them being the limitation of 
commissions to agents. The able men 
in the business have a right to be heard 
in such matters and should be consult- 
ed in reference to legislation. 


Life Agents Making Good 


Dr. Miller said that the great ma- 
jority of the life fraternity had made 
good in 1909 and that they are making 
good so far this year. He then said 
that it is systematic, continuous work 
that brings success. In opening he re- 
marked that enthusiasm in the work 
is one of the greatest assets to the 
man in the field and this combined 
with the features just mentioned will 
result in a goodly share of business. 
Although recent laws have reduced the 
incomes of life men, Dr. Miller said

BIG DEAL ON AT SYRACUSE 


ORGANIZE PROTECTIVE FIRE 





Holding Company to Promote Differ- 
ent Classes of Insurance Institu- 
tions—Plan is Outlined 





The Protective Holding Company, a 
New York corporation, with home +s 
fice at Syracuse, N. Y., has started as 
a holding company for insurance com- 
panies. Its first project is to promote 
the Protective Fire of Syracuse, with 
$2,500,000 capital and like surplus. Each 
share has a par value of $10 but will 
sell at $20. 

Robert R. Tuttle, the well known 
general agent at Syracuse, will be man- 
aging underwriter of the Protective 
Fire, he now being president of the 
holding corporation. 

Ira A. Manning, a well known pro- 
moter of Philadelphia, who assisted in 
organizing the People’s National and 
People’s Trust Co. of Philadelphia, is 
vice president and manager of the 
holding company. Mr. Manning states 
the organization expense will be less 
than 10 percent, and declares the enter- 
prise is not a stock-jobbing scheme. 

The Protective Fire, which already 
has its New York charter, will start 
when it has $400,000 capital and $400,- 
000 surplus. It will then continue to 
sell the rest of the stock. 

The holding corporation will own 51 
percent of the insurance companies it 
will operate. 

Wightman Is Advertising Director 

Richard Wightman, the advertising 
expert, whose brilliant work in the lit- 
erary end of the American Real Estate 
Company of New York sold $1,000,000 
of its 6 percent bonds, becomes direc- 
tor of advertising of the Protective 
Holding Corporation. He prepares the 
literature for the Ingersoll watch peo- 
ple and is a leading magazine con- 
tributor. The stock of the Protective 
will be sold or introduced largely on 
the strength of Mr. Wightman’s lit- 
erary product. He is a master of pub- 
licity methods. 

Mr. Tuttle is head of the local and 
general agency of R. R. Tuttle & Co., 
he having occupied the position for fif- 
teen years. His general agency cov- 
ers New York and Pennsylvania. He 
takes a fifteen year contract as man- 


aging underwriter of the Protective 
Fire. 
Frederick S. Dudley is third vice 


president of the holding corporation. 
The New York city office is at 439 
Fifth avenue.

MANY WITNESSES ARE HEARD 





New York Department Looks Into Al- 
leged Use of Money on New 
York Legislature 





The investigation into the legislative 
expenses of New York on part of com- 
panies still continues. It is said Super- 
intendent Hotchkiss got his leads 
largely from the private correspond- 
ence of the late President Sheldon, of 
the Phenix. The New York depart- 
ment ransacked the company’s files 
pretty thoroughly when it made its 
examination last fall. 

Mr. Sheldon seemed to be one of the 
chief legislative factors in the way of 
a medium between the companies and 
the legislature. 

When Governor Hughes tried to re- 
move Otto H. Kelsey as insurance su- 
perintendent and the New York senate 
refused to approve the action, Mr. 
Sheldon was very active in protesting 
against the removal. He brought con- 
siderable fire insurance influence to 
bear. Doubtless Governor Hughes re- 
sented this activity on part of Mr. 
Sheldon. After Superintendent Hotch- 
kiss was appointed, there has been a 
well directed effort to expose the Kel- 
sey administration in order to prove 
that Governor Hughes was right in his 
estimate of Mr. Kelsey and was correct 
in his reasons for desiring him re- 
moved. 

See Political Significance 

It has been stated that the Phenix 
expose was made as much of as possi- 
ble to reveal the nature of Mr. Kelsey’s 
backers. f 

The contributions of companies to 
defeat “strike” bills and pass others 
will strengthen the administration in 
its fight on legislative corruption. 
While the present probe may have its 
political significance, at the same time 
no one doubts but that Governor 
Hughes is sincere in his desire to pro- 
mote a cleaner legislative atmosphere. 

One of the chief points of attack is 
the passage of the Grady bill, which

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RESTRICTS TRIAL BY JURY 
ABSURDITIES OF OHIO BILL 








President Seward of Fidelity & Casu- 
alty Points Out Unconstitutional 
Features of Yount Measure 





President George F. Seward of the 
Fidelity & Casualty has prepared a 
memorandum on the Yount bill, now 
before the Ohio senate. This bill 
would substitute arbitration for a jury 
trial in disputes under insurance poli- 
cies. The memorandum is as follows: 


This bill proposes to add to the General 
Code five new sections which are in sub- 
stance as follows: 

Provisions of the Bill 

Section 9583-1. When a loss covered by 
a policy issued in the state occurs, the 
insured may give written notice to the in- 
surance company in the same manner that 
a summons may be served. 

Section 9583-2. Thereupon the insurance 
company shall adjust and settle the loss, 
or attempt to do so. If it fails to do 
this, such failure shall be a waiver of all 
conditions precedent or limitations in the 
policy. If the parties shall not agree 
upon such loss, and either party desires 
the amount thereof to be determined by 
appraisal or arbitration, such party shall 
notify the other party in writing thereof. 
On failure to make demand for appraisal 
or arbitration, or failure to proceed there- 
with after demand has been made, the 
right to appraisal and arbitration shall 
be deemed waived, and shall constitute no 
mar to an action. 

Section 9583-3. If the insurance com- 
pany denies liability on the ground that 
it is not covered by the policy, or that 
the policy is void for any reason, this shall 
be deemed a waiver of any of the con- 
ditions precedent to the bringing of an 
action. 

Court to Appoint Appraisers 

Section 9583-4. If the parties fail to 
agree upon the loss or upon appraisers or 
arbitrators, the party demanding appraise- 
ment may apply to the court on three days’ 
notice for the appointment of appraisers 
or arbitrators. This notice may be served 
as an ordinary summons. At the end of 
three days the court shall hear and de- 
termine the petition and appoint three 
appraisers or arbitrators, who shall make 
such appraisement and ascertain the 
amount of loss. 

Section 9583-5. The court shall confirm 
the report, and if anything is “found due 
by the said appraisers or arbitrators,” it 
shall render judgment for such amount. 
Within three days after filing the finding 
of the appraisers or arbitrators, either 
party may petition to set aside the find- 
ing on the ground of fraud, undue influ- 
ence or mistake, the facts to be set forth 
in the petition, and to be deemed denied 
without answer. The court shall try the 
question thus presented under the rules 
governing equitable actions, and either 
affirm the report or set it aside and ap- 
point new appraisers or arbitrators. 

Every Feature Unconstitutional 

It is difficult to conceive of any plaus- 
ible argument that can be made in favor 
of this bill. Almost every provision vio- 
lates some constitutional right of the par- 
ties to the contract. The constitution of 
the United States and of the state of 
Ohio, and the laws of the state of Ohio, 
guarantee to persons issuing policies of 
insurance and persons taking policies of 
insurance in that state, the right to make

contracts of insurance and to embody in 
the contract such provisions, limitations 
and conditions as they may choose to 
agree upon (except of course such as are 
expressly prohibited), ana that no law 
shall be passed which impairs the obliga- 
tion of a contract. All contracts of in- 
surance must be made, and are made, in 
conformity with the statutes. This bill, in 
effect, provides that even though the par- 
ties have, in the exercise of their con- 
stitutional and legal rights, made a definite 
contract for a valid and valuable con- 
sideration, terms of the contract shall be 
changed and provisions shall be deemed 
waived without any act or fault on the 
part of the party affected, but merely be- 
cause that party chooses to stand upon its 
lawful rights. 
Could Notify Rural Agents 

Thus a policy of insurance usually re- 
quires that notice of a loss be given of it 
at its head office. This bill would permit 
notice to be given to any one upon whom 
the summons could be served. A summons 
can be served on any agent in the state. 
This is a very serious modification of the 
contract. Many agents are located in out- 
of-the-way villages and places, and trans- 
act but very little business. Any failure 
on the part of such person to forward the 
notice to the company or any accidental 
loss of the paper would bring upon the 
company all the penalties named in the 
statute. 

The bill also provides that if the as- 
sured fails to adjust and settle the loss or 
attempt to do so, no matter what its rea- 
sons may be, all conditions precedent and 
limitations in the policy shall be deemed 
waived. If the company believes that 
there has been no loss or that the insur- 
ance has been forfeited, or for any reason 
believes that there is no liability, and 
therefore refuses to settle or attempt to 
settle, all conditions and limitations are 
waived. This is a plain impairment of 
the contract. Again, if the company de- 
nies liability on the ground that the loss 
is not covered by the policy, or that the 
policy is void, no matter what the reasons 
are, it shall be deemed to have waived all 
conditions precedent to the bringing of an 
action. This again is a plain impairment 
of the contract. These provisions plainly 
and unquestionably would impair the ob- 
ligation of the contract; therefore, they 
violate the constitutional rights of the 


parties. 
Denies Trial by Jury 


The bill also violates the constitutional 
rights of the parties to trial by jury. 
provides that either party may demand an 
appraisal or arbitration, and in case of 
failure to agree on appraisers or arbi- 
trators, on three days’ notice the court 
shall thereupon appoint appraisers or arbi- 
trators, who shall make an appraisement 
and ascertain the amount of the loss. The 
report of the appraisers or arbitrators 
shall be affirmed and judgment rendered 
for the amount they have found due. This 
decision of the arbitrators is not limited 
merely to the amount of the loss, but in- 
cludes a determination of the amount 
which is owing under the policy to the 
policyholder. There is no provision what- 
ever for reviewing the decision of the 
arbitrators, and the court would have no 
right to set it aside, excepting upon the 
= of fraud, undue influence or mis- 
take. 


Violates State and National Constitutions 


The constitution of the United States 
and of the state of Ohio guarantees to the 
parties to such a contract the right to re- 
sort to the courts and the right of trial 
by jury. This bill would completely de- 
stroy that right. Aside from the con- 
stitutional question, such a law as this 
would be subversive of the fundamental 
principles of common justice. It - 
doubtless designed to give to the policy- 
holder some rights or opportunities as 
against the insurance company, which 
he does not now possess, but in fact it is 
just as much a violation of the policy- 
holder’s rights as of the company’s. The 
right of the policyholder to have his case 
tried in a regularly constituted court of 
justice and to have the facts passed upon 
by a jury of his peers is, of course, one 
of great value to him. To take that right 
from him is to take from him one of the 
most precious privileges of a citizen of 
the commonwealth. We submit that the 
bill is unjustifiable and uncalled for from 
any point of view. Its passage would be 
an outrage upon the rignts of all parties 
to insurance contracts. It would be 
wholly ineffectual, because each of its pro- 
visions would be unconstitutional and 
void.

General Agent J. F. Downing, who 
will operate the western department of 
the Philadelphia Underwriters separ- 
ately from the North America after 
May 1, when the latter moves its de- 
partment to Chicago, has announced 
the field assignments for a number of 
states. 

A. C. Mathews, for many years spe- 
cial agent for the North America and 
Philadelphia Underwriters in Indiana, 
will assume the position of state agent 
for the Philadelphia Underwriters cov- 
ering Indiana and Michigan. Mr. 
Mathews covered a part of Michigan 
for the office several years ago and is, 
therefore, well acquainted and qualified 
to undertake the duties of his new 
position. 

J. T. Kirkwood, who has been rep- 
resenting the general agency of Bierce 
& Sage of Detroit, as special agent, 
covering Ohio and several other states, 
has been appointed state agent for the 
Philadelphia Underwriters for Ohio 
and West Virginia. He assumes his 
new position May 1. 

For the territory consisting of Wis- 
consin, Minnesota and North Dakota, 
Fred H. Sabin will become state agent 
for the Philadelphia Underwriters, as- 
suming charge of the field May 1. Mr 
Sabin has been serving as special agent 
for both companies in Wisconsin. He 
is well acquainted in Minnesota—his 
native state—and is well fitted for this 
important position.

New Local Agents Organization Will 
Try to Bring About Harmony 
in the City 





Toledo, Ohio, March 29—(Special)— 
The organization of the Toledo Fire 
Underwriters’ Association is now well 
under way and it now has a member- 
ship of thirty-three agents out of a pos- 
sible thirty-eight. Great interest iq 
being. manifested in fire insurance 
circles here in the first annual meeting 
of the new board which will be held 
the first Tuesday in April, at which 
time permanent officers for the ensuing 
year will be selected. The board is 
seriously considering the advisability 
of changing the rule whereby agents to 
be eligible for the organization must be 
a sole agent of at least one company to 
one whereby a member must at least 
have the first agent of one company. 

The temporary officers of the new 
board are: President, F. A. Clark; vice- 
president, George W. Stieg; secretary 
and treasurer, Fred W. Whittelsey; 
executive committee, A. L. Chapman, 
F. A. Clark and O. B. Snell. 


Following is the constitution and 
by-laws: 


Constitution 


Article 1—The name of the association 
shall be the Toledo Fire Underwriters 
Association. Its object shall be the pro- 
motion of closer acquaintance among its 
members, the establishment of proper 
practices, excluding everything in connec- 
tion with rates, in the conduct of the fire 
insurance business, and the dissemination 
of information of interest to its mem- 
bers; to encourage the construction of 
good buildings; to compile statistics; to 
gather and disseminate information to the 
end that fire losses may be kept to a min- 
imum, and that insurance may be carried 
at the least possible cost to the insured 
and yet with a reasonable compensation 
for the agent and the company; to main- 
tain uniformity and correct methods in 
writing policy forms, and generally to 
improve and elevate the business of fire 
insurance within its jurisdiction, which 
shall be Lucas county, Ohio. 

Art 2—<Any individual, firm or corpora- 
tion holding an appointment as a sole 
agent of at least one fire insurance com- 
pany shall be eligible to membership in 
the association, but such agency, if com- 
posed of more than one individual, shall 
be entitled to but one representative vote. 
Any eligible individual, firm or corpora- 
tion who has been duly proposed and sec- 
onded by members of this association may 
be elected to membership at any meeting 
of the association upon a three-fourths 
vote of all members present at a regular 
meeting. - . 

- 


Art. 3—The officers of this association 
shall be a president, vice-president, a sec- 
retary and a treasurer, each of whom shall 
be elected by ballot at the annual meeting 
to serve for one year or until his suc- 
cessor is elected and qualified. 

Art. 4—There shall be an executive com- 
mittee consisting of three members of the 
association in addition to the president, 
who shall be an ex-officio member, to be 
elected by ballot, to serve for one year 
or until the annual meeting. The execu- 
tive committee shall elect its own secre- 
tary. 

Art, 5—The general control of affairs 
of the association shall be vested in this 
committee. They shall have the power to 
construe and enforce the constitution, by- 
laws and rules of the association. 

Art. 6—Meetings of the association shall 
be held on the first Tuesday and third 
Tuesday of each month, at 12 o’clock noon, 
at the Business Men’s Club, unless other- 
wise provided, or at the call of the presi- 
dent. The regular meeting to be held the 
first Tuesday in April of each year, shall 
be deemed the annual meeting. 

* * * 


Art. 7—Meetings of the executive com- 
mittew shall be held at the call of the 
chairman and shall also be subject to call, 
on the written request of any five mem- 
bers of the association. Five members 
of the association or two members of 
the executive committee, respectively, 
shall constitute a quorum at. each 
meeting. A majority vote at any meet- 
ing, at which a quorum shall be present, 
shall be sufficient to carry any proposed 
measure, except election of members, or 
one involving a change in the constitution 
or by-laws, which shall require a two- 
thirds vote of the members of the associa- 
tion present, and a copy of which shall 
have been filed with the secretary and 
— at the last preceding regular meet- 
ng. 

Art. 8S—It shall be the duty of the 
president to preside at all meetings, if 
possible. Tt shall be the duty of the 
vice-president to preside if the president 





at meetings, and shall keep an account 
of such funds as may come into his hands 
by reason of assessments made for ex- 
penses by the vote of the association. 
By-Laws 

Pirst—We will not create or attempt to 
create or foster any prejudice against this 
association, or any member of it, or any 
company represented by any member of it. 

Second—wWe will not pay, offer to pay or 
allow, directly or indirectly, any rebate, 
discount, commission, abatement, or other 
consideration for business, except that 
commission may be paid to parties to this 
agreement. Business placed by one agent 
with another agent shall be deem to 
belong to the agent (or his assigns) so 
placing it, and shall not be solicited by 
the agent so writing in any manner or 
by expiration notices. Any condition in 
any agency to the contrary. to be reme- 
died before Jan. 1, 1911.

Third—It shall be the duty of the exec- 
utive committee to assess the members 
of the association for the amounts neces- 
sary to meet the ordinary expenses of the 
association. 

Pourth—That any party hereto, who 
shall, by said executive committee, be ad- 
judged guilty of a violation of any of 
these by-laws shall be suspended from the 
association, pending final action by the 
association. 

Pifth—Members of this association may 
withdraw therefrom, upon thirty days’ 
notice in writing to the secretary of 
the association, such notice to be sent 
by mail, or served personally, provided, 
however, that no charges are then pend- 
ing against the party desiring to with- 
draw, and provided that proportionate 
expenses to date of withdrawal are paid. 

At all meetings of this associa- 
tion the foliuwing order of business shall 
be observed, viz.: 

Calling roll. 

Reading minutes. 

Reports of standing committees. 
Reports of special committees. 
Unfinished business. 

General business.

House bill 541, amending Section 
684 of Subdivision 4, Article 4, Chapter

ernor approved house bill 151, regulat- 
ing assessments of stockholders in mu- 
tual fire insurance companies, and Sen- 
ate bill 190, limiting the liability of 
stockholders in mutual fire insurance 
companies.

LIVELY HEARINGS ON BILLS 











Measure to Legalize Interinsurance 
Concerns in Ohio Brings Out 
Many Arguments 





Columbus, Ohio, March 28—(Special 
correspondence) — There have been 
lively times in the Ohio legislative com- 
mittees over fire insurance measures. 
The most objectionable bills are 
thought to be safely pigeonholed. 

Senator Johnson introduced a bill 
providing that persons who secure fire 
insurance in nonadmitted concerns 
must pay a 5 percent annual tax on 
premiums paid such companies or or- 
ganizations. This was reported favor- 
ably by the senate insurance commit- 
tee, passed the senate unanimously, was 
voted out unanimously by the house in- 
surance committee and has good pros- 
pects of passing this week. 

While the Johnson bill was under 
way, John R. Watters, manager of the 
Reciprocal Underwriters and the In- 
dividual Underwriters, of New York, 
undertook to get a bill through to legal- 
ize the status of his concerns in Ohio. 
He retained as attorneys to handle the 
matter Arthur I. Vorys, former insur- 
ance superintendent, and Henry J. 
Booth, of Columbus. They got the bill 
in shape, had the insurance superin- 
tendent and attorney-general look it 
over for phraseology and finally got it 
before the house insurance committee. 
At the hearing on the bill representa- 
tives of the Ohio field men and local 
agents appeared. J. O. Dye, of the 
German American discussed the present 
Ohio law and strongly suggested the 
advisability of Mr. Watters making his 
organizations conform to the law in- 
stead of attempting to make the law fit 
them. Louis L. Rauh, of Cincinnati, 
took up the operation of the interin- 
surance organizations, presenting some 
of their own literature to show that 
they are conducted for profit. A. W. 
Neale, of Cleveland, told of the effect 
of these concerns on the business of 
regularly admitted companies. E. R. 
Torgler, of Toledo, also spoke against 
the measure. 

Mr. Vorys expressed his surprise 
that there should be any opposition to 
the bill. Then Captain J. J. Conway, 
of the Cincinnati Salvage Corps, took 
the floor and made for himself an im- 
perishable reputation as an orator. The 
opinion is held that the bill will never 
get out of the committee. 

Local agents in Ohio are hopeful of 
the enactment of the anti-rebate fire 
insurance bill now before the legis- 
lature. It has already passed the sen- 
ate, has been approved by the insurance 
committee of the house and will prob- 
ably come before the house this week. 
Agents are practically unanimous in 
their support of the measure and some 
good work has been done in pushing 
it along to the point which it has 
reached thus far.

Objectionable Mortgage Clauses in 
Use in West Virginia 
are Condemned

to prohibit the use of market value 
clauses hereafter. There was some talk 
of changes in the district committees 
by consolidating some and lessening 
the number.

Mosher. 

The companies are protesting against 
the use of objectionable mortgage 
clauses in West Virginia. The follow- 
ing which is in use of Huntington, 
W. Va., has been reported: 


Loss or damage, if any, under this pol- 
icy shall be payable to American Bank & 
Trust Company of Huntington, West Vir- 
ginia, as its interest may appear, and the 
interest of said American Bank & Trust 
Company shall be considered absolutely 
insured and subject to no plea in bar of 
its right to recover from this company 
under this policy such sum or sums of 
money as shall save the said bank from 
loss in consequence of any fire which may 
happen. 


The following, reported from Ches- 
ter, W. Va.. is also objected to: 


Provided, further, that in case of loss 
or damage arising under this policy no 
appraisal or adjustment of such loss or 
damage shall be binding on the mortgagee 
unless reasonable notice has been given 
to the said mortgagee of the time and 
place of making such appraisal or adjust- 
ment.

MT. HOPE, W. VA., IS DESTROYED 


Big Conflagration Wipes Out Almost 
All the Town—Heavy Loss at 
Hambleton 








The town of Mount Hope, W. Va., 
located in Fayette county, at the termi- 
nus of the Loup creek branch of the 
Cc. & O. R. R., was visited by a disas- 
trous fire March 24. The flames were 
first discovered issuing from a frame 
saloon building and are supposed to 
have started from a gasolene stove. 

Inspectors and special agents of com- 
panies have predicted a conflagration 
for several years and considering the 
construction of the entire town and its 
inadequate facilities for fighting fire 
there is not much cause to wonder that 
a large fire occurred. A wooden tank 
of 51,000 gallons capacity, located on 
the hills above the town, about 125 feet 
above the level of the Main street, was 
the source of water supply and -the 
pressure did not exceed 54 pounds. The 
fire department was volunteer and not 
organized. Numerous gasolene light- 
ing systems were scattered throughout 
the town and their contents no doubt 
helped to spread the flames. 

With a stiff northeast wind blowing 
toward the center of the town the 
flames soon carried over two hundred 
buildings in the mercantile section of 
the town in addition to numerous 
dwellings, the public school, the town 
hall and fire department headquarters, 
and the city pumphouses. Several store 
buildings and a few scattered dwellings 
are all that remain of the town. Coal 
operators shut down their plants in the 
vicinity and sent all of their working 
force to assist in fighting the fire, they 
being equipped with chemical engines. 
After a while three buildings were 
dynamited in the hopes of the staying 
the progress of the flames but the 
change of the wind sent it back over 
the congested portion of the town. 

The loss is conservatively estimated 
at $450,000, with insurance $125,000 and 
the fire is about the largest ever occur- 
ing in the state in point of buildings 
burned. 


A large loss is reported on the tan- 
nery of the Hambleton Leather Com- 
pany, at Hambleton, Tucker county. 
W. Va. All of the buildings are esti- 
mated as total with the exception of 
the bark and hide house. The insur- 
ance carried is as follows: $130,000 
general schedule, $552,000 stock, $15,000 
bark, $1,000 railroad cars, $15,500 spe- 
cific buildings, $100,000 use and occu- 
pancy. 

The risk was rated as a good one 
of the class and it was credited with 
very good private protection by the in- 
spection bureau. With the exception 
of the bark mill and the boiler house 
the entire plant was of ordinary frame 
construction. The line was placed with 
various local agencies through the state 
by the firm of Gilmour, Clarke & Cortis 
of New York. 





Secretary Ellsworth Resigns 

F. H. Ellsworth, secretary of the 
Ohio Underwriters Mutual of Colum- 
bus, Ohio, resigned at the directors 
meeting this week. Treasurer Waters 
was elected to succeed him. It is said 
pod company may be merged with an- 
other. 





No Commission on Stock Sales 

President Cloud and Secretary Schweer 
of the new Cincinnati Fire, which is 
now being organized, state that no 
commissions will be paid on the sale of 
stock and that the promotion expense 
of the company will be held down to a 
nominal sum. They also state that no 
atrangements will be made by which 
local or general agents will be given 
agencies in return for subscribing to or 





disposing of blocks of stock. The stock 
will be placed largely in Cincinnati al- 
though a portion may be sold outside 
the city, but it will all be disposed of 
in the state of Ohio. President Cloud 
is one of the well-known and conserva- 
tive fire insurance agents in Cincinnati 
and has been the local representative 
of the Phoenix of Hartford for a good 
many years. 





Circleville Agent Clears 

William Veith, of Circleville, Ohio, 
who has represented fifteen union and 
nonunion companies, including the 
Continental, has unionized his agency. 
This is the largest agency in Circle- 
ville. The nonunion companies repre- 
sented were the Spring Garden, Union 
of Philadelphia, and Cooper of Dayton. 





Companies Did Not Transfer 

The Western, of Ontario, and the 
Caledonian, which were in the Henry 
O’Kane agency at Columbus at the 
time it was consolidated with Bryson, 
Brubacher & Co., did not transfer to 
the new firm, but placed their agencies 
with J. J. Archer, Jr.

MUTUAL POLICYHOLDERS HIT 











Citizens Mutual Members to be As- 
sessed $35,000 or $40,000—Must 
Refund Stock Premiums 





The supreme court of Michigan in 
the case of the Citizens Mutual of 
Holly, Mich., has handed down an opin- 
ion that will clear the air on the ques- 
tion of stock policies issued by mutual 
companies. 

The Citizens Mutual was a general 
mutual, as distinguished from a farm 
mutual, company. It issued four kinds 
of policies, an ordinary mutual form, a 
Michigan standard form with assess- 
ment clause attached, a Michigan stand- 
ard form without the assessment clause 
and a farm policy. The last two were 
illegal and the company had been 
warned by Commissioner Barry not to 
issue such forms. It issued them sur- 
reptitiously and when Mr. Barry asked 
for samples of its policies he was never 
furnished copies of such forms. 

Forest fires near Metz, Mich., caused 
losses of $12,000 to farm policyholders 
in that neighborhood. The company 
failed and the question of the rights of 
the different classes of policyholders 
went to the supreme court. 

The court holds that the farm policy- 
holders get nothing. All other losses 
fall on the mutual policyholders, and 
they must also pay return premiums 
on the standard form policies from the 
date the company failed, together with 
the costs of the receivership. The whole 
will amount to $35,000 or $40,000. The 
court orders that assessments be levied 
to pay off the legal claims. 





Must Agree On a Trial Date 
Upon the persistent objection of At- 
torney William L. Taylor, representing 
the 130 fire companies against which 
the state of Indiana is proceeding for 
alleged violations of the anti-trust law, 
to the further postponing of the trial 
of the case, which Attorney-General 
Bingham wished delayed until June, 
Judge Weir has given the attorneys for 
plaintiff and defendants until next Sat- 

urday to agree on the trial date. 





Writing Motor Boats 


At Traverse City most of the agents 
place their motor boat business through 
E. S. Kelley, of St. Joseph, Mich., with 
the exception of A. B. Curtis, who has 
written his business for the past sev 
eral years in the North River. Some 
of the agents do not bother with this 
class of business at all, as it takes quite 
a bit of time and trouble to handle 
properly.

Masonic Fraternity Hit Hard—Put

Detroit, Mich., March 28.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—The Masonic fra- 
ternity lost about $20,000 by not carry- 
ing enough insurance on its house at 
Grand Rapids. It is astonishing how 
little attention is paid to the matter of 
fire insurance by the trustees of these 
institutions. Some time ago Bay City 
lost its temple by fire. The Masons 
owed $17,000 and carried enough insur- 
ance to pay the debt, but had to go 
down into their pockets for cash 
enough to rebuild. When the temple 
at Baltimore burned last year, the trus- 
tees were wise and carried full insur- 
ance and recently dedicated the finest 
Masonic temple in the country, free 
from debt. The insurance companies 
paid the bill. 


Need Some Mottoes—Some offices 
in Detroit ought to have a sign on 
their desks reading: “Lead us not into 
temptation”; another reading, “Give us 
strength to resist temptation,” then an- 
other very appropriate one would be, 
“God bless our home.” When a new 
agency is established, a certain cut- 
rate shop has an eagle eye on it and 
is liable to hand it a gold brick in the 
shape of a line written at an awful 
cut. We heard of one today who start- 
ed out all right, but when tempted fell. 
In these days with the multiplicity of 
agents and the great influx of com- 
panies, all wanting business, a man en- 
gaged in the business of selling fire 
insurance has got to have backbone or 
he is a goner. The idea that this busi- 
ness is a joyous one and has no trou- 
bles is a fallacy. The old fellows know 
it and the new ones are learning fast 
Who is to blame is a question asked by 
some and answered very emphatically 
by others, but it doesn’t make any dif- 
ference who is to blame. Things are 
not right. I have been troubled as to 
how the Detroit situation should be 
treated and have made up my mind 
that I do not know. 


Tugs Were Neighborly—Detroit fire 
tugs helped Windsor out of a bad fix 
last week. D. M. Ferry’s branch seed 
house and the buildings adjoining got 
on fire. These buildings are on the 
main street of Windsor, and it was evi- 
dent that the Windsor fire department 
had a bigger job on its hands than it 
could handle. They called on Detroit, 
which responded by sending the fire 
tug “Jas. Battle,” over the river. The 
fire amounted to $250,000 in loss, but 


out of the district, so it is handy in 
some cases to have a good neighbor. 

Two More Fires—Detroit is getting 
into the fire light again. The burning 
of the Roe-Stephens factory costs the 
insurance companies over $150,000. On 
account of bad roads the fire depart- 
ment was handicapped in getting to 
the fire. This delay was instrumental 
in making the loss more than it should 
have been. 

Eper & Ford, chemical manufactur- 
ers, lost their plant by fire last week. 
Amount of loss as reported, $40,000. 
Insurance, none. Another sad mistake. 


Becoming Plutocrats—A gentleman 
from the east moved to Detroit a short 
time ago. In fact, Detroit is getting 
to be the place where men from all 
parts of the country are heading for. 
This gentleman wanted some fire in- 
surance and a good friend advised him 
to call on us. We treated him so nice- 
ly that when he settled up he left a 
dime on the desk, saying, “Have a cigar 
on me.” This is the first tip we ever 
received and we don’t know how to 
handle it, particularly as we don’t 
smoke. Perhaps this is the beginning 
of a new era in the fire insurance busi- 
ness. We may get in the class of Pull- 
man porters and hotel waiters; our 
wages won’t amount to much, but our 
= may enable us to own an automo- 
bile. 


Will Stand for Busy Signal—The 
Michigan State Telephone Company in- 
vited the fire insurance agents of De- 
troit to visit the exchange and at the 
same time to enjoy a noonday lunch. 
About fifty agents took advantage of 
the invitation and were shown through 
the exchange and its workings ex- 
plained. It is easy to understand how 
it is possible for mistakes to be made 
in giving numbers and why things do 
not always go right in the telephone 
business. I think after the visit the 
agents will accept “Busy” without a 





complaint. I heard an agent say a few 
days ago that he waited forty-eight 
minutes before getting an answer to 
his call. He got mad and, of course, 
the other end wiidn't, hence the delay. 
Things ought to go better, now the 


agents know why.

MICHIGAN LOCAL CONDITIONS 


Mutuals Write Most of the Farm 
Business in Northern Part of 
Lower Peninsula 











In the northern part of Michigan, 
stock companies as a rule, are steering 
pretty clear of farm insurance, and 
agents find it hard to get a company 
that will take care of this class of busi- 
ness. In almost every town and vil- 
lage a mutual farm company is repre- 
sented and these institutions seem to 
get all the business they want, and as 
a rule, are generally successful. 

None of the stock companies write 
combined fire and tornado policies. In 
fact, there is very little tornado insur- 
ance written at all. In a few instances 
the agents write the policies themselves 
on first-class farm property, but in 
most cases the policies are written by 
the farm department of the company 
on application. Farm rates vary a 
great deal; the business is written as 
low as $1.20 for three years, and from 
that on up to $2.50 for the same term. 
No policy fees are collected, but the 
commission of 25 percent is paid in 
many cases. 


Boyne City—Recent Boyne City fires 
have opened the eyes of the people to 
such an extent that they are now con- 
templating bonding the city to the 
amount of $85,000 for the purpose of 
putting in an adequate water system. 
The town has grown by leaps and 
bounds the past several years and, in 
too many instances, has the water sup- 
ply been inadequate to the needs. There 
are only three small reservoirs used

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now, and while water is all around 
them, a water famine is ever staring 
the city in the face. There is so much 
frame construction in the congested 
district that unless something is done 
to better the water supply the entire 
city may some day burn. Fortunately 
the fire department is very good, and 
has shown to fine advantage in recent 
fires. 

Lawyers are the “would-be” insur- 
ance men at Boyne City, and a late 
fire shows some of their good judg- 
ment. An old stock of millinery in a 
frame building was written for $7,500. 
Everyone in town concedes that the 
stock was shopworn and fire-sale stuff. 
yet these people could afford to pay a 
rate of 6 percent, or $450 a year, on 
the investment. 


Traverse City Dull—Conditions at 
Traverse City are not as bright as 
might be wished for. Business is pretty 
dull as the city’s growth is practically 
at a standstill, and the agents are hav- 
ing uphill work to hold their own. The 
sprinkling of their two large factories 
will reduce their premiums some also. 


Have Mutual Competition—Harbor 
Springs agents have found some hard 
competition to meet in the way of 
hardware and druggists’ mutuals. It 
seems that the “Rexall” people have 
an insurance denartment, and all drug- 
gists that handle their goods can take 
advantage of it, which they generally 
do. Of course, this insurance is han- 
dled on the mutual basis. One of the 
largest drug stores in Harbor Springs 
carries all its insurance in this and 
other mutuals. 


Summer Cottages a Factor—Condi- 
tions at Petoskey are reported to be in 
first-class shape. There is, of course, 
very little of the special hazard class 
of business, but nevertheless. there are 
a number of flourishing agencies in the 
city. The summer cottage business is 
quite a factor in swelling the premiums 
of the agents both at Petoskey and 
Harbor Springs. 


Cheboygan Flourishing — Cheyboy- 
gan is growing rapidly. There is no 
mutual competition to speak of, and 
rates are observed in almost every case. 
Cheboygan’s population is estimated at 
10,000, yet it has only a volunteer fire 
department; but, even so, this fire de- 
partment might put some full paid de- 
partments to shame. Fires are reached 
quickly and fought to good advantage 
and successfully. 

Feel Better at Mancelona—Agents at 
Mancelona feel better since one of their 
number retired from the business. The 
other agents all give him credit for 
more nerve than they possess in the 
matter of performing amputations on 
advisory rates. His methods were not 
satisfactory to his companies and 
changes were frequent. Finally he 
drifted out of the business entirely.

Two Prosecutions for Arson 


As a result of recent investigations 
the state fire marshal of Wisconsin had 
two cases in court during the past 
week. The first was a case in Stevens 
Point, in which Wm. Jennings was 
charged with the burning of the dwell- 
ing of Mrs. Cole, which occurred dur- 
ing July, 1909, and in which it was nec- 
essary to go into three states in the 
search for evidence. The defendant 
made a confession and was sentenced 
to seven years in Waupun penitentiary. 

The other was a case resulting from 
a fire at Pine Creek, which destroyed a 
residence formerly owned by John J. 
Brom. Brom, who had lived beyond 
his means for the past few years, had 
recently lost the property through fore- 
closure; he had frequently made the 
statement that the new owner would 
not occupy the premises. The investi- 
gation following the fire disclosed the 
fact that the house had been practically 
dismantled before it was burned.

DULUTH’S IMPORTANT CHANGE 











Action of Hepworth-Kirby Agency 
Leads to Several Deals— New 
Nonunion Office 





The local agency ranks at Duluth, 
Minn., have been pretty well shaken 
over the important changes there in 
company representation. The first 
shot was fired when the Royal left the 
Manley-McLennan agency to go to 
the Hepworth-Kirby agency, the latter 
resigning some eighteen nonunion 
companies, and thus creating a union 
agency with the Continental, Fidelity 
Underwriters and Royal. The North 
America in turn goes to the Manley- 
McLennan agency from Mendenhall & 
Hoopes. 

Most of the nonunion companies re- 
signed by the Hepworth-Kirby agency 
form the Duluth Insurance agency. 
Albert E. Kirby, chief clerk in the Hep- 
worth-Kirby agency, goes with the 
new agency, and Lane MacGregor, who 
has had a small agency at Duluth, 
unites his forces with Mr. Kirby. Mr. 
MacGregor represented the Mercantile, 
Milwaukee German and Western of 
Pittsburg. 

The Duluth Insurance Agency now 
has the Concordia, Commerce, Em- 
pire City. Farmers & Merchants, Mil- 
waukee Mechanics, National Union, 
Northwestern National, State of Penn- 
sylvania, Union of Pennsylvania, West- 
ern of Pittsburg, and National Lumber. 

It is understood the expirations of 
the resigned companies are not to be 
disturbed. 

Undoubtedly the Hepworth-Kirby 
Agency has been preparing for the 
move to get larger capacity to take 
care of its big lines. 

Another report had it that one of 
the other agencies was to be combined 
with the Hepworth-Kirby office. It 
was supposed, of course, the nonunion 
companies would be resigned, which 
led to a nonunion office wiring the non- 
union companies offering a place in its 
agency. This resulted in considerable 
feeling. 

The Duluth Insurance Agency thus 
creates a large nonunion office with 
good prospects before it. 





Val. H. Hawkins Change 

Val. H. Hawkins, formerly of the 
Burg-Hawkins-Michaud agency at Du- 
luth, Minn., has withdrawn from that 
agency and associated himself with the 
Costello & Graff agency, in charge of 
its fire insurance department. This 
agency prior to 1909 made a specialty 
of casualty insurance, doing a business 
of nearly $100,000 per annum in lia- 
bility, boiler and accident lines. On 
January 1, 1909, it commenced doing a 
fire business and in the first year gave 
its first love, the Boston, $12,000 in 
fire and automobile premiums.

OUTSIDER GIVEN INSURANCE 








Omaha City Council Accepts Bid of 
South Omaha Agency on Munici- 
pal Building and Contents 





Three weeks of deliberation induced 
the Omaha city council to defy the op- 
position of the home insurance firms, 
and to award the contract for fire in- 
surance on the city hall and contents to 
the O’Neill Real Estate & Insurance 
Agency of South Omaha for $1,200 flat 
for a three-year term. When bids were 
received following an advertisement for 
them by the city council, for $225,000 
on the building and $25,000 on the con- 
tents, twenty-one Omaha firms re- 
sponded with bids all on the basis of 
90 cents on the building and $1.60 on 
the contents, making the total $2,425, 
or more than double the amount bid by 
the South Omaha firm. ; 

The Omaha firms protested against 
awarding the insurance to an outsider, 
and threatened to make trouble for the 
insurance companies permitting the 
O’Neill firm to write the insurance. But 
the taxpayers not familiar with the in- 
surance business raised such_a hubbub 
about a “combine” of the Omaha in- 
surance men to hold up rates, pointing 
to the uniformity of the bids as proof, 
and the O’Neill agency — back 
with the assertion that the_ maha 
agents were wont to cut rates in South 
Omaha, the Omaha agents subsided 
and made no further objections to the 
action later taken by the council. 





Claims Fire Was Incendiary 

President W. H. Clemmons of the 
Fremont Normal School at Fremont, 
Neb., made the sensational statement 
to the students of the school at the 
opening exercises on March 21 that he 
had just learned that the $40,000 school 
building destroyed by fire a year be- 
fore, had been set on fire by an in- 
cendiary; that he knew the name of 
the criminal, and that an arrest and 
prosecution would soon follow, Later, 
though he verified the statements al- 
ready made, he declined to give the 
newspapers further information. 





Automobile Rate War Ceases 

The automobile rate war, which has 
been in progress in Minneapolis, has 
come to an end and the dove of peace 
now broods over the habitations of the 
automobile insurance agents. The 
terms of peace were agreed upon at a 
conference of ten representatives of 
companies writing automobile insur- 
ance held last Thursday. This confer- 
ence followed a preliminary gathering 
held on the Monday preceding. The 
conference agreed to abide strictly by 
good practices. 


Ready to Build 
The Des Moines Fire, of Des Moines, 
is preparing to erect a new seven- 








story fireproof structure to cost $200,- 
000. The company has just purchased 
a lot 66x132 feet at Seventh and Pleas- 
ant avenues from Frank Kauffman, of 
the Witmer & Kauffman agency. . The 
price paid was $40,000. Twelve years 
ago the same lot was sold for $8,000. 
It is stated that work on the new struc- 
ture will commence at once. One 
building in Des Moines that is occu- 
pied by a bunch of insurance compa- 
nies, is not fireproof, strange as it may 
seem, but the proposed home of the 
Des Moines Fire will be noninflam- 
mable. 


ARRANGING FOR ANNUAL MEET 


Will Shake Up Baseball Schedule to 
Show Iowa Men a Game—Cam- 
paign Successful 











Arrangements for the annual meet- 
ing of the Iowa Association of Local 
Fire Insurance Agents at Des Moines 
are moving ahead satisfactorily. The 
dates of the convention have been fixed 
at June 16-17, which are the same as 
the convention of the Iowa Bankers 
Association, which meets this year in 
Des Moines. The committee on amuse- 
ments for the bankers had hoped to 
give the visiting bankers a baseball 
game, but discovered that the Western 
League schedule will not permit it. Ef- 
forts to have the schedule switched 
have been started, and Chairman Mac- 
Kinnon, of the bankers’ committee, will 
ask the insurance men to use their in- 
fluence so that the amusement side of 
the convention will not be neglected. 
It is probable that the visiting agents 
will be given a party at Ingersoll Park, 
a leading amusement place, and prob- 
ably an evening party at the Hyperion 
Club. The place for holding the con- 
vention has not been decided and hotel 
headquarters will probably be the Sav- 
ery, since the bankers will meet at the 
Chamberlain. In the meantime the 
virorous campaign for 1,000 new mem- 
bers before the time of convention will 
be pushed. Wayland Ballard, one of 
the officials, declares that the cam- 
paign for new members has been un- 
expectedly successful thus far. 


Dry Weather Losses 


Owing to the dry weather, conditions 
have been unusually favorable to fires 
in the Twin Cities and vicinity during 
the past two weeks. Throughout March 
the days have been clear, and although 
there was a heavy fall of snow on the 
ground at the beginning of the month 
this soon disappeared and for the past 
two weeks ground and buildings have 
been dry. 

In consequence of this there have 
been an unusual number of fires. Dur- 
ing the week ending March 27 the Min- 
neapolis department responded to 207 
alarms; on March 24 alone there were 
28 alarms, and on March 23 there were 
26 alarms. Most of the fires were, 
however, mere grass blazes on the edge 
of the city, and none of the losses ex- 
ceeded $3,000. The insurance patrol 
was only called out fifteen times.

Crisp was found in a darkened 
room apparently in the act of conceal- 
ing evidence of incendiarism by throw- 
ing one of the plants, including a box 
of kindling saturated with kerosene, 
lighted candles, and a quart bottle of 
gasoline, out of the window. All water 
in the building had been turned off. 





Firebug Under Arrest 


George Fuel, a sixteen-year-old boy, 
is in jail at Sedalia, Mo., where he has 
confessed to setting three fires to see 
them burn. He admits that he set fire 
to Albert Kahn’s clothing store, which 
caused a loss of several thousand dol- 
lars; C. A. Guenther’s dry goods store 
and the same night, to a woodshed in 
rear of Frank Williams’ grocery. The 
justice of the peace held him to the 
criminal court, with recommendation 
that he be given five years in the Mis- 
souri Training School for Boys.

Arkansas Premiums Fall Off 

General agents and others connected 
with fire insurance companies in Ar- 
kansas are complaining about a lack 
of business and premium receipts since 
Jan. 1. Outside of the cotton cancella- 
tion by reason of an increase in the 
lines of the marine companies in the 
state in January there is no apparent 
cause for the falling off of the business. 
There is a decided movement on the 
part of property owners in the state to 
build better buildings and also put in 
better fire protection equipment, which 





causes the rates to be less, but new 
business has more than taken care of 
this decrease in receipts. One of the 
large general agents of the state esti- 
mates that the decrease in premium re- 
ceipts for the first two months of the 
year is $50,000, and March is expected 
to add greatly to that sum. 





REPORTS ON SEVERAL TOWNS 


Activity of Mutuals Is Very Much in 
Evidence at Some Points in 
Missouri 








At Clinton, Mo., the agents are work- 
ing harmoniously, rates are being ob- 
served and the business generally is in 
a healthy condition. 

There is considerable building, the 
Haysler Manufacturing Company put- 
ting up a plant for the manufacture of 
metal washboards; the Clinton Wagon 
Company erecting a $10,000 plant, 
which is nearly completed, and the 
American Produce Company convert- 
ing the old Middlecoff mill property 
into a $50,000 cold storage plant for 
poultry. 

The Henry County Mutual has built 
up a large business on the better class 
of farm risks in the vicinity. Its rate 
has not exceeded twenty-five cents a 
year during the past five years. 

There have been few losses in Clin- 
ton the past year. 


Building at Independence—Agents at 
Independence, Mo., look for a good 
year in their business. Many new 
dwellings are being built, the contract 
has been let for a $70,000 postoffice and 
$30,000 bonds have been sold for a new 
city hall. 

The city has a paid fire department. 
It is now arranging to open a new fire 
house in the west end of town. The 
standpipe furnishes about eighty-five 
pounds pressure. 

The largest risk in town, that of the 
Waener-Gates Milling Company, is 
handled by Bales & Hogsett and H. R. 
Walmsley, of Kansas City, who broker 
part of the business with Independence 
agents. 


Water, but No Pressure—Lee’s Sum- 
mit has plenty of wells, but only a 
gasolene engine which furnishes no 
pressure to speak of. The town suf- 
fered a large fire in December. The 
burned buildings are being rebuilt and 
several new dwellings are going up. 

Mutuals Active at Pleasant Hill— 
Mutuals are very active at Pleasant 


Hill, Mo. The Patrons & Farmers 
Mutual, of Harrisonville, is_ writing 
residence property. The Druggists 


Mutual is carrying all the drug stock it 
can, while the hardware, lumber and 
bankers’ mutuals are doing the same in 
their line. The flour mill is in the 
millers’ mutuals and the largest green- 
house west of the Mississippi river. 
with 475,000 square feet of glass, is in 
the florists’ mutual. Nevertheless, the 
stock company agents do not cut rates. 

The fire protection is poor, consisting 
only of a volunteer force, a few wells 
and a chemical engine. 


Sedalia Losses Heavy—Sedalia’s loss 
ratio is getting a bad reputation of late. 
Within the past few weeks losses have 
amounted to between $70,000 and $100,- 
000 in the city. Some of this business 
presumably was written below the ad- 
visory estimates, as rate cutting has 
been quite common for a year or so. 
Many buildings are being erected in all 
parts of the city, especially the western 
section. 





Mutual Has Farm Business 


Few stock companies write farm 
business in Arkansas, most of it being 
handled by the Planters Mutual of Lit- 
tle Rock. This company employs farm 
agents who take the applications and 
the policies are issued from the home 
office. The business generally is writ- 
ten for three years, and about half the 


assured give notes in payment of prem- 
iums. As a rule fire and tornado in- 
surance are written separately.

The declaration of former Commissioner 
McComb that he would take it upon him- 
self to see that there was no discrimina- 
tion in rates in Oklahoma, appears to have 
had the desired effect both on the com- 











panies and the agents for the rate situa- 
tion is better in that state at present than 
for some years past. 


The fire insurance premiums in Arkan- 
sas ses 1909 were $2,600,515 and the 
losses $1,681,136, a ratio of 64.5 percent. 


The Franklin Fire is making entrance 
to Oklahoma and will soon be actively en- 
gaged in establishing an agency plant. It 
will be operated direct. 

The Fidelity-Phenix has been licensed 
to transact business in Arkansas. The 
Phenix has been in the state for a num- 
ber of years, but the Fidelity never en- 
{tered Arkansas until its consolidation 
with the former. The qualification fees, 
above the bond necessary to be deposited, 
amounted to $676. 





MISSOURI NOTES 


The Johnson County Mutual Fire, of 
Warrensburg, Mo., is said to have the 
bulk of all the farm business in the 
country. 

The Mid-Continental Fire of Kansas 
City, Mo., has not secured its charter yet. 
It can not do so under the law for about 
two weeks yet. 

The United Railways line at St. Louis, 
amounting to over $5,000,000, will expire 
in April. It is handled by the Sam D. 
Capen agency. 

M. J. Eves, who sold his half interest 
in Wallace & Eves agency at Holden, Mo. 
about a year ago, is now starting another 
agency in the town. 

J. J. Culp’s grain elevator, which burned 
Sept. 15, 1909, at Warrensburg, Mo., is 
now being rebuilt and will be finished 
about July 15. It will be built of wood 
with asbestos and galvanized sides and 
asbestos roof. 

Geo. S. Young, of Holden, Mo., has 
taken an agency of the Fidelity-Phenix 
and the Westchester. Mr. Young has been 
a resident of Holden forty-four years and 
had agency up until 1892 when he moved 
on his farm at the edge of town.

A DEFECT IN SUPERVISION 

STATE supervision of insurance com- 
panies was intended originally for the 
protection of the public against insol- 
vent companies. This is still the one 
important function of insurance depart- 
ments about whose propriety there is 
no doubt. It is to be regretted that 
while the powers of insurance depart- 
ments have been increased the effect- 
iveness of their examining power has 
not in most states been brought up to 
the highest point. 

A number of events in recent years 
have shown that it is impossible for 
the most competent examiners to ar- 
rive at facts if the insurance company 
and banks of more or less easy virtue 
cooperate to prevent the examiner’s 
work from becoming effective. One of 
the most competent insurance examin- 
ers in the country recently admitted 
that a bank might deceive him by mak- 
ing untrue statements whose falsity he 
had no power to prove. 

The crooked dealings between former 
officers of the Onto GerMaANn Fire of 
Toledo and the Citizens BANK of Na- 
poleon and between the officers of the 
Farmers & Citizens Live Stock of 
Lima, Ohio, and the First NatIonat 
Bank of Tipton, Ind., are compara- 
tively recent examples of what two 
parties in conspiracy can do to deceive 
an insurance department which has 
authority only to examine one of them. 
Insurance supervision will not be as 
effective as it should be until the laws 
of the various states provide for co- 
operation between the insurance and 
banking departments. Even then na- 
tional banks could thwart insurance 
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examiners unless the comptroller of 
the currency saw fit to give assist- 
ance when needed. 

When the statement of an insurance 
company shows an unusual portion of 
its assets in the form of certificates of 
deposit or cash in banks it is a condi- 
tion which demands investigation. 
Everything may be all right and there 
may be the very best of reasons for 
such investment of assets. On the 
other hand, this apparent credit at the 
bank may represent a fictitious credit 
based on personal notes or securities of 
doubtful value. In other words, the 
money may be in the bank, but not 
subject to withdrawal by the insurance 
company. Unless the insurance ex- 
aminer has actual knowledge on this 
point his report must be tainted with 
doubt. He can not get such actual 
knowledge by personal examination of 
the bank, but a report of a bank ex- 
aminer would be more satisfactory 
than a mere statement of the banker, 
even though sworn to. 





BEGIN 'AT WRONG END 

Most of the new companies being or- 
ganized to write various classes of in- 
demnity have begun at the wrong end. 
The custom prevails for a promoter 
to get out a prospectus, show what the 
old established companies have accom- 
plished, open an office and stock sub- 
scription book, get a corps of sales- 
men and start them to getting stock 
subscriptions. 

The weakness of the plan is as we 
see it, that no underwriter is selected. 
He is an afterthought. Stock is pur- 
chased regardless of who is to be re- 
sponsible for the company’s success in 
the underwriting department. 

Companies have succeeded or failed 
not so much because of their financial 
measurement at the start, but for the 
reason that they had an able or in- 
competent, experienced or inexperi- 
enced, honest or dishonest, economical 
or extravagant, underwriting head. The 
man is just as essential, even more so 
than money. There is too much im- 
portance to the individual to ignore 
him. 

The first question we should desire 
to know in purchasing stock of a new 
company is, who will be the under- 
writer? He is of vastly more value 
than the prominent directors. A new 
company must depend largely on its 
underwriting results for success. The 
handling of funds early in its career is 
an incident. Eminent directors.may be 
a success in their specialties but they 
know mighty little about underwriting. 

A few years ago when Davin R. For- 
GAN of Chicago withdrew from the 
First NationaAL BANK of that city to 
organize the NATIONAL City BANK, there 
was an unusual demand for stock. This 
demand was not due to the fact that 
a new bank was being started, but be- 
cause the highly successful banker, 
Davin R. ForGan, was to be the bank- 
ing head. 

The organization of new insurance 
companies as at present carried on 
lacks the strong feature of the under- 
writer.

Some Recent Decisions 
on Fire Insurance 





(From the Insurance Green Bag, Chicago) 
Oral Insurance Defined—On 


t 
April 1, 1905, the company issued a policy 
for $3,000, effective from April 18, 1905, at 
noon, to April 18, 1906, at noon. Claim- 
ant’s property was destroyed about 10 
o’clock p. m. in the great fire of April 
18, 1906. 

The suit was based upon a claim that 
the agent April 17, 1906, orally insured the 
property of claimant. At the trial, cus- 
toms and usages of agency offices in mak- 
ing renewals were shown. The proof was 
that slips were made out to be pasted on 
policies, and to go around a week or ten 
days before expiration and get a cover 
note and send in the slips afterwards.. A 
clerk who had no authority to issue poli- 
cies delivered such slips at the office 
of another agent just at closing time, and 
said: “Fred, here are some renewals for 
you.” Answer, “All right.’ 

The claimant obtained judgment from 
which the company appealed. In revers- 
ing the judgment, the Court of Appeals, 
First District, California, in Am. Can Co. 
v. Agricultural, said in part: “No appli- 
cation was made to him for a covering 
note and no such note was issued. The 
name of the plaintiff was not even men- 
tioned. The rate of insurance, the time 
of payment of the premium, the property 
to be insured were not either of them 
mentioned. Of course, when the slips 
would come in the ordinary course of busi- 
ness to be examined, it would be seen 
that there was among them an application 
for a new policy of insurance upon the 
property of plaintiff; but it does not fol- 
low that the defendant then and there 
orally agreed to insure the plaintiff’s prop- 
erty or to renew the insurance thereon. 
* * * A contract is an agreement to 
do or not to do a particular thing. It 
must be by consent, which is free, mutual 
and communicated, by each to the other. 
The consent is not mutual unless the 
parties all agree upon the same thing in 
the same sense, and unless they do so 
agree there is no contract.” 106 Pa. Rep. 


Unconditional and Sole p 
Waived by Agent—In the case of Athens 
Mut. vs. O’Keefe et al, the supreme court 
= Georgia has just announced the follow- 
ne: 


“Where the agent of the insurer issued 
and delivered a policy, insuring the prop- 
erty for one year, with knowledge that the 
insured had given a bond for title thereto 
to one person, and that another person 
was in actual possession of the premises 
and claiming title thereto under a pur- 
chase from the insured, and such agent, 
when this policy was about to. expire, 
without solicitation from the insured, and 
without further investigation or informa- 
tion as to the title or occupancy of the 
property issued and delivered to the in- 
sured another policy, which was simply a 
renewal of the original one for another 
term of one year, the insurer was, so far 
as questions of title and occupancy were 
involved, bound by the policy, notwith- 
standing the stipulation therein as to un- 
conditional and sole ownership by the 
insured and the statement that the build- 
ing was occupied by tenants of the in- 
sured. ‘ 

“This is true, although between the issu- 
ance of the original and the issuance of 
the renewal policy the insured had ob- 
tained a judgment against the person in 
possession of the premises for purchase 
money of the same, and after conveying 
the same to him for the purposes of levy 
and sale, had become the purchaser there- 
of at the sheriff’s sale under the execu- 
tion issued from such judgment, but had 
not been placed in possession when the 
renewal policy was issued or at the time 
the loss occurred, as the status of the 
property as to ownership or occupancy 
was not thereby so materially changed as 
to render the waivers, implied from issu- 
ing the policy with the information as 
to title and occupancy indicated in the 
above headnote, inapplicable to the real 
facts as to title and occupancy which 
existed when the second policy was is- 
sued.” 66 S. E. Rep. 1093.

Breach of Mortgage Warranty Waived 
by Agent—The insured owned a livery 
stock upon which was a chattel mort- 
gage, and the agents of the insurance 
company made out an application for in- 
surance thereon, stating therein that the 
property was unencumbered, although the 
applicant informed them at the time of 
the existence of the mortgage. It was 
claimed that the application was signed 
by one of the insured without reading it. 
The policy was issued and a loss occurred 
six months thereafter. The supreme 
court of Iowa in Eckert vs. Century Fire, 
124 N. W. Rep. 170, held “that the knowl- 
edge of the company’s agents was the 
knowledge of the company and would 
estop it from insisting upon the in- 
validity of the policy because of the false 
statement in the application.” Among 
other things, the court said: “It is pos- 
sible that the assured might be estopped 
from claiming that the answers were not 
correctly recorded by the agents; but an 
estoppel must be pleaded to be relied 
upon, and there is nothing of the kind 
here. We need not now determine what 
the defendant’s rights may be in case of

PLAN TO DEVELOP BUSINESS 


Vice-President Buckner, of New York 
Life, Tells of Suggestion by 
Agency Leaders 


Vice-President T. A. Buckner, of the 
New York Life, gives some hints for 
getting new business as brought out 
by two of the company’s agency men. 

Agency Director Garnett, of Buf- 
falo, N. Y., has been following for six 
months a plan which, he affirms, is re- 
sponsible for an increase of from 10 


to 20 percent in the business of his 
branch. 

Certain agents were prone, after in- 
suring one member of a family, to 
overlook the remaining healthy mem- 
bers, and to fail to properly and thor- 
oughly solicit them for life insurance. 

Mr. Garnett has been conducting re- 
cently an active campaign for “remain- 
ing members,” and the results have 
been most satisfactory in dollars and 
cents. 


Solicit Other Members of Family 
Mr. Buckner says: 


If this condition exists in Buffalo, it 
may exist elsewhere. A word to the wise, 
then, is sufficient. Your attention is called 
to the fact that there are many times other 
members of an applicant’s family who are 
in good health, of insurable age, with 
insurable interests, and who ought to 
be covered. For example, from the an- 
swers made to the medical examiner in a 
case which happens to lie before me, I 
find that the insured’s four grandparents 
lived to be from 70 to 83 years old; two 
of them dying of old age. The insured’s 
father died of paralysis at 69; his mother 
of old age at 75. There were five brothers 
and four sisters; one brother met death 
in a railroad accident; the remaining four 
brothers and the four sisters are all 
pote mg and “all in good health,” the papers 
state. 


What better material than this could 
any man have? Are you giving this phase 
of the business the attention it deserves? 
Life men are always on the lookout for 
prospects; here you have a steady stream 
of first-class prospects who merit your 
first and best consideration. 

In Mr. Garnett’s words, ‘‘Look after the 
healthy members of every applicant's 


family.” 
Good Prospect Producer 

In addition to following up the 
healthy members of an _ applicant’s 
family, another excellent way to keep 
in prospects is to secure and place on 
an application the names of three of 
the applicant’s friends. 


As to this, Mr. Buckner says: 

“Why should I secure the names of 
three friends on each application?” field- 
men frequently ask. Inspector of 
Agencies Hamilton Cooke of St. Louis is 
strong on this point. He believes, and 
knows from experience, that many ad- 
vantages do accrue to the agent who pur- 
Sues this practice systematically. 

Some of the reasons why you should 
do this are these: from the company’s 
standpoint it is important that “three 
friends” be given, since it frequently en- 
ables the company to more promptly and 
ee complete the inspection re- 

ort. 

In this respect it is to your interest to 
see that the names of “three friends” are 
affixed to every application, in order that 
the policy may be issued and reach you as 
promptly as possible. 

—- 


Importance of the Plan 

The most important reason why field- 
men should make this their rule is the 
opportunity it affords them to imme- 
diately call on each of these friends and 
say, “Mr. Jones, your friend, Mr. Smith, 
has just applied to the New York Life 
for a policy and gives your name as a 
friend or acquaintance, who, he thinks, 
might be interested in the step he has 
taken, and might desire to know some of 
the facts.” 

The point is this: the majority of men 
will grant you an interview in order to 
discuss matters pertaining to a friend’s 
interest. During this discussion many 
will ask for further information about 
life insurance, furnishing you an oppor- 
tunity to outline what you have done for 
the friend and his family. 

And, while there, it is well to secure 
the names of such other people as the 
gentleman with whom you are talking 
feels might be interested in such a con- 
tract. 

The names of “three friends” on an 
application will undoubtedly secure for a 





WHITTINGTON VISITS SOUTH 


Visits St. Louis, Little Rock and New 
Orleans Associations—St. Louis 
Code of Ethics 


Little Rock, Ark.. March 28.—(Spe- 
cial Correspondence)—John W. Whit- 
tington, president of the National Life 
Underwriters’ Association, en route 
from his home in Los Angeles, Cal., to 
New York city to attend a meeting of 
the executive committee of the associa- 
tion on April 8, was the guest of the 
Arkansas Association of Life Under- 
writers in Little Rock on March 26. In 
the evening he was the guest: of honor 
at a banquet. In his address during 
the evening he outlined the course of 
his tour of this country and Canada be- 
fore he will again reach home. 

The fifty-five state associations which 
compose the national association were 
characterized by Mr. Whittington as 
dynamos of power in the insurance 
business, and the real work of the as- 





sociations is to uplift the field men and. 


put the insurance business on a higher 
plane. President Whittington was par- 
ticularly emphatic in his denunciation 
of rebating, so-called twisting, and of 
the operations of those who establish 
unsafe, unstable and unreliable insur- 
ance companies throughout the country. 

Legislation by the states on insur- 
ance questions was discussed by Mr. 
Whittington. He upheld the Colorado 
code as being ideal, and condemned the 
legislation of many states saying it was 
against the law makers’ constituents in- 
stead of the companies. 

From Little Rock President Whit- 
tington went to New Orleans, from 
which place he will continue his jour- 
ney to New York. 


President Whittington visited the St. 
Louis association last week, attending 
a meeting and banquet at the Mercan- 
tile club. At the meeting the St. Louis 
association adopted a code of ethics, as 
follows: 


For the purpose of elevating the general 
tone of the business and to attract to its 
membership the better class of agents, it 
would appear to be wise to state clearly 
and forcibly what the association stands 
ne 2 We therefore recommends as fol- 
ows: 

That the members of the association 
mutually pledge themselves: 

. To secure a strict enforcement of 
the antidiscrimination (antirebate) statute 
of the state of Missouri. 

2. Not to advise a policyholder to dis- 
continue his insurance in any company 
whose representatives are eligible to mem- 
bership in this association. 

3. To cease competition when a bona 
fide application has been signed and the 
medical examination completed.

Wightman to Penitentiary 


Charles A. Wightman, for some 
years district agent of the John Han- 
cock Mutual Life at Akron, Ohio, a 
few days ago pleaded guilty to one of 
several counts in an indictment on the 
charge of forgery.

CONTRACTS WITH INDIVIDUALS 


Northern Life, of Rock Island, Makes 
$10,000,000 Deal—Issues 10-Year 
Term Policy 


The Northern Life, of Rock Island, 
has made arrangements to insure the 
members of the Fraternal Tribunes, a 
fraternal, with 10,000 members and 
$10,000,000 insurance in force. Under 
the Illinois law a fraternal cannot re- 
insure as a corporate body, but each 
member must accept the reinsurance 
contract individually. The Northern 
Life is now receiving acceptances at 
the rate of $500,000 a day. 

The Northern Life offers a ten-year 
term policy, with premiums payable 
monthly, quarterly, semi-annually or 
annually. The members of the Fra- 
ternal Tribunes will be examined like 
new applicants, but if two-thirds of any 
tribunal accept the Northern Life pol- 
icy, those that do not pass will be ac- 
cepted on a substandard contract. This 
contract insures $600 the first year, 
$650 the second and so on, up to $1,000. 
Those that do not take the examination 
will be on the same basis as those that 
fail to pass. The cost of examinations 
will be borne by the Northern Life. 

Rates for the Business 

Members may convert their term 
policies to any other plan any time 
during the first seven years. The mem- 
bers are written at their present ages, 
the annual rates quoted for the ten- 
year term and whole life policies being 
as follows:

Treat Members As New Risks 
There is no contract between the 


Fraternal Tribunes and the Northern 
Life. So far as the latter is concerned 
it is simply writing new business. 

The proposition was submitted to 
Superintendent Potter and several ac- 
tuaries and received their approval. 

About a year ago the Fraternal Trib- 
unes tried to reinsure the American 
Home Circle of Springfield, Ill. It 
issued a guarantee on American Home 
Circle certificates, but the reinsurance 
was determined to be illegal and the 
Fraternal Tribunes tried to repudiate 
the contract. The courts, however, 
have held it liable for the Home Circle 
death claims, and the cash which it had 
on deposit in a Chicago bank, amount- 
ing to $57,000, has been wiped out by 
these claims and death claims of its 
own amounting to $20,000. Suits to 
the amount of $80,000 were started 
against the Tribunes by Home Circle 
claimants. It appears inevitable that 
the Tribunes will be forced into the 
hands of a receiver and Supreme Trib- 
unal by unanimous vote recommended 
the members to insure in the Northern 
Life. 

Some time ago the American Home 
Circle made another unfortunate rein- 
surance deal. An agreement was made 
with a Washington, D. C., fraternal, 
which turned out to be a colored or- 





ganization. 
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REINSURANCE OF FRATERNALS 


Superintendent Potter Answers Ques- 
tion as to Illinois Laws—Members 
Must Act Individually 


A question having arisen as to the 
right of a fraternal under the Illinois 
laws to reinsure, it was submitted to 
— aeicea Potter. In reply he 
said: 


The new reinsurance law which went 
into effect July 1, 1909, does not, by its 
terms, apply to fraternal societies. 

This department has held that a fra- 
ternal society cannot reinsure in an as- 
sessment or legal reserve company, and 
there are a number of court decisions to 
that effect. Judge Dupuy, you will re- 
member, held with us in the United States 
Life Endowment case relative to this mat- 
ter, deciding that the reinsurance by that 
company of Select Knights of America 
was void. 

Undoubtedly a fraternal society has the 
right to cease business and the members 
thereof may reinsure as individuals in any 
insurance corporation they may select. 
The ruling of this department applies only 
to the reinsurance of the fraternal society 
as a corporation through a contract of 
reinsurance between it and another cor- 
poration. 


M’COMB’S COMPANY STARTED 
Jefferson Life, of Oklahoma City, Ex- 


pects to Begin Writing Busi- 
ness on April 4 





The Jefferson Life Insurance Com- 
pany (originally called the Interstate 
Life, of Oklahoma City, Okla.) has 
been officially launched and will im- 
mediately commence hunting for busi- 
ness. The following are the officers: 

President—T. J. McComb, former insur- 
ance commissioner. 

Vice-Presidents—George G. Sohlberg, O. 
D. Halsell and J. O. Mattison. 

Secretary—H. O. Stark, formerly deputy 
insurance commissioner.

The first eight members of the board 
of directors represent several millions 
in personal wealth and will spare 
neither money or efforts to make the 
Jefferson Life a success. Vice-Presi- 
dent Mattison was until recently gen- 
eral agent of the Mutual Benefit Life 
in Oklahoma and will have direct 
charge of the agency force. In speak- 
ing of his plans President McComb 
Says: 

We are not going to make any particu- 
lar effort to set the woods afire. We are 
going into the field for business, but in a 
legitimate, honest way, without any brass 
band or hurrah. As I have been en- 
trusted with the success of the Jefferson 
Life, or responsible for any failure, I have 
made up my mind that “schemers,” 
“twisters,” “rebaters” and that ilk will 
receive no encouragement whatever. I do 
not want them. Neither will I counte- 
nance the twisting of one agent from an- 
other company. I will go farther. Before 
I affix my signature to an agent’s con- 
tract, the prospective agent must show 
me that he comes to the Jefferson Life 
with a clean record, that he is not in- 
debted to the other company, for the agent 
that will “jump” another company to 
come to the Jefferson Life, will “jump” 
the Jefferson Life, and go to some other 
company. Such men have no business in 
life insurance, and I shall do my part to 
weed them out. Another thing you may 
say. I believe in paying a “living com- 
mission to agents,” and the Jefferson Life 
will pay men of ability; those without 
ability we do not want at any price. 


Application has been made for 
license, and it is expected that the Jef- 
ferson Life will begin active soliciting 
on April 4. 





Holds Equitable Must Account 

The court of appeals of Kentucky has 
affirmed the right of a participating 
policyholder in a life insurance com- 
pany to an accounting of the profits 
of the company during the period his 
policy was in force. John G. Winn had 
a policy for $3,000 in the Equitable 
Life of New York and at the end of 
the accumulation period he cashed in 
for $1,825. Three years later he began 
suit against the company for $775, 
claiming that the earnings of the com- 
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pany had not been properly appor- | 


tioned. The lower court ordered the 
company to make an accounting, which 
it refused to do, whereupon the court 
entered judgment against it for the 
amount claimed. The court of appeals 
sustains the judgment. 





WANTS RECEIVER APPOINTED 





Stockholder of Citizens Life of Louis- 
ville in Suit Charges Extrava- 
gance and Mismanagement 





Louisville, Ky., March 29—(Special) 
—Sensational charges against the man- 
agement of the Citizens Life of Louis- 
ville are made in a suit brought this 
afternoon by William G. Rau, a stock- 
holder. The suit is brought to prevent 
the proposed merger of the Citizens 
Life and the Citizens’ National, the 
newly organized company. A bill was 
put through the legislature to legalize 
the merger. 

The plaintiff petitions that the offi- 
cers of the company be compelled to 
come into court for oral examination 
as to the financial condition of the 
company, and to produce its books, so 
that the financial condition of the cor- 
poration may become known and a 
receiver appointed if it be found in- 
solvent. 

Charges are made that officers of the 
company are mismanaging the affairs 
and are being paid exorbitant salaries. 
It is declared also that President W. 
H. Gregory and Fourth Vice President 
L. W. Key used funds of the company 
to take up notes executed by them per- 
sonally, and amounting to $9,750. 

Agents’ commissions are asserted to 
have been unreasonably large, in some 
instances being from 80 to 100 per cent, 
with abnormal renewal commissions. 

Tables are given purporting to show 
mismanagement of the company’s 
finances. It is stated that during the 
period from November, 1904, to De- 
cember, 1908, receipts were $1,168,034.45 
against expenditures of $1,080,789.21, 
leaving a balance of $87,245.24. This 
corrects the book statement because 
of the “nonledger assets” and “unad- 
mitted assets.” In 1909, it is charged, 
the company’s income was $770,002 and 
expenditures $556,000. 

It is charged that the report made 
to the state commissioner of insurance 
for 1909 does not show liabilities 
amounting to over $200,000, and gives 
assets at far above their real value. 

Poor management is given as_ the 
reason for a deposit of $30,000 in the 
Owenboro Savings Bank and Trust 
Company when that institution went to 
the wall. 


Vice-President Charles D. Pearce, of 
the Citizens Life, when interviewed re- 
garding this suit, said: 

“The man mentioned as plaintiff and 
who pretends to be greatly outraged by 
the merger, never had the slightest in- 
terest in either company until the day 
before the suit was brought, when he 





purchased five shares of stock of'a total 
par value of $50. If any of the charges 
made were ever true—and they never 
were—they happened long before the 
plaintiff had any interest in the com- 


ny. 

“The charges are simply repetitions 
of matter published heretofore, most 
of which have been refuted and are 
untrue. Some one else is using Rau’s 
name. It would be impossible to ar- 
range in a statement like this to answer 
each assertion in the petition. Some 
of them I do not understand, the peti- 
tion not being definite. Some are 
easily explained, like the charge of 
heavy decreases in insurance. This is 
explained by a recent change from is- 
sued basis to paid for basis. No offi- 
cers took up their own notes with the 
company’s money in the Owensboro 
bank, as charged. As to pretended 
fear of merger, that matter is wholly 
with the stockholders, who can consent 
to it or refuse as they please. The 
company does not consider the suit 
seriously. We will file our answer to- 
day.” 





May Investigate Methods 

I. C. Thurmond, a director of the 
Oklahoma National Life, has been sued 
for $3,275, money alleged to belong to 
the life insurance company. Mr. Thur- 
mond, in addition to being a director 
for the Oklahoma National, is one of 
the prominent bankers of southwest 
Oklahoma. It is the contention of the 
life company that Thurmond, as a di- 
rector, negotiated two loans, one of 
$7,500 and another for $25,000 on realty 
located in Elk City, Okla., where Mr. 
Thurmond is the owner of a bank, and 
that the money borrowed from the Ok- 
lahoma National was as a matter of 
fact turned over to the bank of Mr. 
Thurmond to protect the bank. It is 
admitted that if the contention of the 
Oklahoma National Life be true, it will 
place that company in position where 
its affairs will bear investigation, and 
the statement is openly made that In- 
surance Commissioner Lasater will be 
asked to investigate not only the pres- 
ent, but other similar loans made by 
the Oklahoma National Life. 





Must Pay Texas Taxes 


Commissioner Hawkins, of Texas, 
has ruled that the Home Life must pay 
taxes on all premiums received since 
it withdrew from the state before it 
can be readmitted. The company with- 
drew on account of the passage of the 
Robertson law. The law provided that 
all companies that withdrew to avoid 
its provisions must pay taxes on the 
business they did while out of the state 
as a condition precedent to securing a 
new license. 

The company claimed that as it 
wrote no new policies it was not doing 
business in Texas within the meaning 
of the law. It also claimed that as it 
sought a license only for reinsurance

DATA ON OLD POLICYHOLDERS 


Mutual Life Gives Account of Veterans 
Who Have Been Insured in 
the Company 








Regarding some of its old policy- 
holders the Mutual Life says: 


Jesse W. Hatch of Rochester, N. Y., who 
died Jan. 24, at the age of 98, was the old- 
est man who held a policy issued by the 
Mutual Life. The company began busi- 
ness in 1843 and during the sixty-seven 
years of its existence manv hundreds of 
thousands of men have ‘een insured in it. 
but only one man of the entire number 
lived to be one hundred years of age, and 
that man was Chas. H. Booth, of New 
Jersey. He died May 29, 1904. At that 
time the company made inquiry wf the 

rincipal life companies of the world, ask- 
ng if they had policyholders equal in age 
to Mr. Booth. There was but one in all 
Europe. 

The daily papers publish from time to 
time announcements that Mr. and Mrs. So 
and So have died at ages varying from 
100 to 110 or 115 years of age. sually 
no reliable data can be obtained in such 
cases. According to life insurance ‘“‘tables”’ 
everybody is dead at 96 years of age—no 
calculations are made beyond that. It 
seems strange that among the millions of 
selected lives in the insurance companies 
rarely does a centenarian develop. The 
Mutual Life, being the oldest active life 
company in America, naturally has the 
largest number of old policyholders. The 
record up to date of those who passed the 
96th year of age is as follows:

Mr. Hatch, to whose death reference 
has been made, was insured for $1,000 and 
continued to pay an annual premium of 
$25.70 from 1845 until he was 95 years of 
age. The result of such a long record of 
insurance is interesting. 

Mr. Hatch paid in all $1,670.56. Of this 
sum $550.92 was taken from the dividends 
on the policy, which amounted to $2,567.29. 
The claim paid to the estate amounted to 
$2,888.42, or $1,768.84 over and above the 
cost of the insurance. Mr. Hatch was not 
the owner of the oldest policy now in 
force upon the books of the Mutual Life. 
That is held by Geo. L. Newman of Char- 
lottesville, Va., who is now 94 years of 
age. This policy was issued in 1844 and 
is the only one remaining of the issue of 
that year. 





Stock Salesman Active 


The northern part of Michigan is at 
the present time being thoroughly can- 
vassed by stock salesmen for new life 
companies. Especially are they trying 
to work the farming community, and to 
some extent are obtaining good re- 
sults. Most of the new companies are 
outside institutions, and as the stock 
is being sold on a small par value basis 
they obtain a fairly good sized number 
of subscribers. Agents in this section 
do not look favorably upon these new 





companies and have not been ap- 
proached by the salesman. 





Was Senior Member of Board 
The death of Justice David J. Brewer 
of the United States Supreme Court 
will be greatly felt by the board of 
trustees of the Northwestern Mutual 
Life, as he was the oldest living mem- 
ber of the board and had planned to 
attend the regular quarterly meeting of 
the trustees to be held on April 13. He 
was appointed a trustee of the company 
Jan. 31, 1872, when he was still a fed- 
eral judge in Leavenworth, Kan. It 
was after the death of Henry L. Pal- 
mer, former president of the company, 
that Justice Brewer became _ senior 
member of the board of trustees. By 
his death, Samuel C. Lawrence, Boston, 

becomes the oldest living trustee. 


: New Kentucky Laws 

Governor Willson, of Kentucky, has 
permitted several of the bills passed 
by the legislature affecting insurance 
companies to become laws, but he did 
not approve them. The time limit for 
action by the chief executive was 
reached March 25, and the measures 
consequently went into effect without 
action having been taken on them. 

The bill which was regarded as the 
most important was the measure per- 
mitting insurance companies to invest 
in the stocks of other insurance com- 
panies. This was senate bill 68. It 
was said that the governor would prob- 
ably veto the measure, but representa- 
tives of the Citizens Life, of Louis- 
ville, who appeared before him, appar- 
ently convinced him that the measure 
did not deserve a veto. 

Senate bill No. 70, providing that be- 
fore cooperative assessment life and 
casualty insurance companies can begin 
business they must show that 500 per- 
sons have applied for insurance 
amounting to at least $500,000, also 
took effect without action. 


Luke Goes to Chicago 

William R. Luke, formerly one of the 
big men of the Equitable Life of New 
York, in Tennessee, has been appoint- 
ed general agent of the Columbian Na- 
tional Life for Cook county at Chicago. 
He will have exclusive charge of the 
county. 











New Jersey’s Life Business 

Life companies wrote $70,466,785 new 
ordinary business in New Jersey last 
year, terminated $40,425,166 and have 
$366,312,808 in force. The new indus- 
trial business is $54,627,416, and there 
is $263,102,948 in force. The state 
leaders as to new ordinary business 
are Prudential $15,136,855, Metropoli- 
tan $9,154,536, Penn Mutual $7,004,533,

NEW PHASE TO AN OLD FIGHT 


Circuit Court in Ohio Upholds Attor- 
ney General in His Contention 
as to Premiums 








The old fight of the non-Ohio com- 
panies against the payment of excises 
to the state of Ohio took on a new 
phase Saturday. A year ago the su- 
preme court held that premiums paid 
outside the state by Ohio policyhold- 
ers could not be taxed, and the general 
assembly was called upon to pass a 
corrective statute. At the same time 
an appropriation was made to. reim- 
burse companies which had paid the 
tax. Suits to recover some of this 
money were filed in Columbus, and 
sustained by the common pleas court. 
Saturday the circuit court reversed that 
finding in the case of the Mutual Life 
of New York, involving $11,000. Be- 
cause checks for premiums were 
mailed by the persons assured in Ohio 
and were received at the company’s 
home office in New York, the company 
contended the money was not collected 
in Ohio and therefore was not subject 
to the tax on Ohio business. The po- 
sition of the attorney general is that 
if the money for premiums is mailed 
in the state, this is collection within 
the state, and that the mail becomes the 
agent of the company. This contention 
was upheld by the circuit court. 





Getting Many New Members 
The Chicago Life Underwriters As- 
sociation is out for a record-breaker 
on new members for its April meeting.

OTTO KELSEY, PRESIDENT 
NOW HEADS AETNA INDEMNITY 


Beekman Hunt Resigns—Capital In- 
creased to $350,000—Commercial 
Union Deal Falls Through 





Beekman Hunt resigned as president 
of the Aetna Indemnity and Samuel I. 
Brewster resigned as_ vice-president 
and treasurer at a meeting held on 
Monday. Otto Kelsey, former insur- 
ance superintendent of New York, was 
elected president, and Assistant Secre- 
tary Daniel N. Gage, head of the surety 
department of the company, was elect- 
ed vice-president. New capital to the 
extent of approximately $100,000 was 
paid in, making the company’s capital 
$350,000. The deal for the sale of the 
Aetna Indemnity to the Commercial 
Union Assurance Company has fallen 
through. 

Sexton Agency Superintendent 

Of special interest to western men is 
the announcement that A. R. Sexton, of 
Chicago, is to go to the home office 
as superintendent of agencies. Mr. 
Sexton was for some years president 
of the A. R. Sexton Company, general 
agent of the company at Chicago. A 
few months ago he retired from the 
business to become president of a rail- 
way supply company. Last week he 
was sent for to go to New York and on 
Monday his appointment was made. He 
is a lawyer by profession, has a thor- 
ough, practical knowledge of the surety 
business, has the respect of the other 
general agents of the company and of 
his competitors and is a first-class man 
for the office. 


Could Not Agree on Price 


Several conferences and meetings 
were held last week. The representa- 
tives of the Commercial Union are 
said to have been satisfied with the 
company’s statement and to have been 
desirous of buying. The chief financial 
factor in the Aetna Indemnity, since 
the exit of the Heinzes, has been Jo- 
seph G. Robin, head of the Northern 
Bank of New York and other sub- 
sidiary banking corporations in Great- 
er New York. He set his price on the 
control of the stock. The Commercial 
Union made a lower offer. The Eng- 
lish company raised its bid, but Mr. 
Robin remained firm at his figure. 

To Satisfy MacDonald 

Finally, at a meeting on Thursday 
Mr. Robin said he would see Commis- 
sioner MacDonald, of Connecticut, on 
Saturday and would learn just what he 
wanted put into the company and on 
Monday he would have on hand the 
necessary money or approved securi- 
ties to meet the commissioner’s re- 
quirements. The meeting then ad- 
journed till Monday, with the results 
already indicated. 

Tt is stated that the new stock has 
been taken by outside interests. 

Commissioner Hartigan, of Minne- 
sota, has been holding up the com- 
pany’s renewal of license in his state, 
decause he was not satisfied with its 
statement.. It is understood that he 
has signified his willingness to reli- 
cense it as soon as Commissioner Mac- 





Donald, of Connecticut, informs him 
that it has been put in satisfactory 
condition, so the company presumably 
will be relicensed in Minnesota within 
a few days. 

Hunt Taken by Surprise 

The situation which developed Mon- 
day seems to have taken President 
Hunt by surprise. He stated to a 
friend that he knew nothing of it un- 
til that day. Last week he was hopeful 
that the Commercial Union and Mr. 
Robin would get together. 

Otto Kelsey, the new president, is 
well known to the insurance public 
through his tenure of the insurance su- 
perintendency of New York. 

Vice-President Gage is regarded as a 
very competent surety man. He for- 
merly was the company’s general agent 
in Boston. When the company retired 
from Massachusetts he was called to 
the home office and made head of the 
surety department, where he has gained 
a strong hold on the agency force by 
his competent handling of his depart- 
ment. 

Not Likely to Affect Agents 

The change in administration prob- 
ably will not have much, if any, effect, 
on the agency plant. While President 
Hunt had the respect of the general 
agents as a fine surety man who had 
done much to pull the company out of 
the hole in which he found it, other 
officers, however, have had more direct 
and intimate relations with the agents. 
With $100,000 of new capital actually 
paid in the company is taken out of 
the class of very small surety compa- 
nies and becomes more valuable to 
agents, so they are likely to stay with 
it, especially as it has been given out 
in the past that it was the purpose of 
those in control to restore the capital 
to $500,000 in time. 





_ New Alabama Company 

The Alabama Fidelity and Casualty 
Company, capital $300,000, is being or- 
ganized at Montgomery, Ala. T. E. 
Lovejoy, president of the Montgomery 
Bank & Trust Company, to be the 
president. J. W. Kelley will be secre- 
tary, and the list of stockholders in- 
cludes some of the strongest and best 
men in the state. Already $110,000 of 
the capital is in hand. Lloyd Dameron, 
formerly of the State Mutual Life, of 
Rome, Ga., and F. R. Allison, at one 
time with the Georgia Life at Macon, 
will be in charge of the agency forces. 





Surety Companies Hold Back 

The contract for the construction of 
the Brush Creek sewer at Kansas City, 
Mo., was awarded to Williams & Sam- 
ples of Kansas City. After going into 
the question of the tax bills in payment 
of the work, this firm refused to enter 
into contract and furnish bond. The 
board of public works then offered con- 
tract to the next lowest bidder, John 
Striffler of Springfield, Ill, and if not 
accepted by him it will readvertise for 
bids. There has been some hesitation 
on part of surety companies to write 
this bond until the question of the tax 
bills has been settled. Under the pres- 
ent specification this sewer is to be 
built of reinforced concrete pipe the 
first of its kind in this city. The con- 
tract amounts to $256,000.

MAY REDUCE CAPITAL STOCK 





Stated Consolidated Casualty May Be 
Saved by Such Action, Leaving 
$40,000 Net Surplus 





The opinion prevails that the capital 
of the Consolidated Casualty will be 
reduced to $200,000. Something like 
$315,000 has been paid in. It is 
thought the company is $75,000 im- 
paired. With the capital reduced to 
$200,000, there would remain $40,000 
net surplus after taking care of the im- 
pairment. 

Auditor Darst, of West Virginia, is 
now in charge of the company and 
will continue as custodian until the ex- 
amination is completed and the stock- 
holders decide what action to take. 

It seems there are a number of 
women who purchased stock. They 
were probably secured through adver- 
tisements of Everybody’s Corporation, 
a side issue of the Consolidated, which 
advertised extensively in women’s jour- 
nals. 

Louisville Manager Is Caught 

An interesting story is told of a Ken- 
tucky stockholder who began to make 
trouble and tried to get the company 
to take the stock off his hands. He 
became so obstreperous that an officer 
of the company went to Kentucky to 
pacify him. The officer induced the 
manager of the Consolidated at Louis- 
ville to buy the stock at $8,000. He had 
to borrow to meet all of it. The offi- 
cer told him the stock was advancing 
in price all the tinie and this was an 
opportunity to realize on an invest- 
ment. The officer told the manager the 
company would buy it in at a profit 
to him at any time. This was about 
a month previous to the smash-up. 

President Armstrong’s Letters 

President R. B. Armstrong was paid 
$1,000 a month salary. The stock 
salesmen used to good advantage pho- 
tographs of personal letters sent Mr. 
Armstrong by men prominent in the 
government service and in other lines. 
These letters did not refer to the com- 
pany, but were chiefly letters of good 
wishes received at the time he resigned 
as assistant secretary of the treasury. 





One such letter was from then Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 
Many Unpaid Installments 

One of the factors that will have to 
be reckoned with is the unpaid install- 
ments of capital stock subscribed for 
which notes have been taken. These 
are doubtless collectible, but the sign- 
ers, of course, will hesitate to pay 
them now. If many of them refuse, it 
will hardly pay the company to begin 
proceedings. If these stockholders can 
be induced to pay up, there will be 
more funds on hand. 

Interest Seen at Louisville 

Louisville, Ky., March 28.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—A great deal of in- 
terest is being taken here in the investi- 
gation into the affairs of the Consoli- 
dated Casualty. The holdings of stock 
in this concern locally are very heavy, 
Logan C. Murray, president of the 
American National Bank, being one of 
the directors. It is believed by those 
interested that the company will be 
put on its feet, and that C. C. Mc- 
Chord, who is now acting with full 
powers in the matter, will be made 
president. Mr. McChord returned last 
week from Charleston, W. Va., where 
he went when the audit of the books 
was begun, and will return there this 
week. He will be “on the job” until 
the investigation is completed. 

Sees Future for the Company 

While Mr. McChord has declined to 
be quoted in connection with the Con- 
solidated Casualty, it is known that he 
regards a great many of the actions of 
the former administration as irregular, 
but that he believes the institution, 
properly managed, will become a great 
property. Owing to his own and other 
local men’s stock interests, he is more 
concerned with putting the company on 
its feet than being made the head of 
it, according to the belief of those in 
touch with him here. 

D. J. Duncan, who is state agent for 
the company, has received the follow- 
ing telegram from Auditor Darst, of 
West Virginia: “You are authorized 
to assure all policyholders of the Con- 
solidated Casualty Company that their 
policies are amply protected.” 

The company will begin a publicity 
campaign to make generally known its 
condition, provided it secures a clean 
bill of health from the West Virginia 
authorities.

EQUITABLE ACCIDENT’S PLANS 





Features of the New Contract the Bos- 
ton Company Has Just 
Gotten Out 





The Equitable Accident, of Boston, 
has gotten out a new policy applying 
the dividend feature to both the acci- 
dent and health portions of the con- 
tract. Heretofore the accumulation or 
dividend feature has applied solely to 
accident. On its “Dividend Disability 
Policy” a 6 percent guaranteed divi- 
dend on the premium is allowed the 
second year and thereafter if the prem- 
ium is paid annually. In addition 
there is a 6 percent profit sharing divi- 
dend if there is no claim on the policy. 
The premium on the disability con- 
tract is $60 for ages 18 to 50 and $70 
for ages 50 to 60. 

Dividends on Accident Policy 

The accident policy carries the 6 per- 
cent guaranteed dividend and 6 percent 
profit sharing dividend where no claim 
is made. The premium is $25 for Class 
N@ 1 and $30 for No. 2. 

On a $5,000 accident policy the usual 
face value payments apply. For loss 
of either leg or arm $3,000 is paid. For 
one hand, one foot or one eye, $2,500. 
The weekly total disability is $25 with 
no time limit. For partial $12.50 is paid 
for thirty weeks. 

Special Features Pointed Out 


General Manager W. H. Jones calls 
attention to other features as follows:

he insurance clause reads “accidental 
means,” not “external, violent and acci- 
dental,” making quite a difference in its 
interpretation. Again “excluding  self- 
destruction or any attempt thereat” in- 
stead of “excluding suicide, sane or in- 
sane, or any attempt thereat, sane or in- 
sane,” we using only seven words where 
others use twelve and the whole policy is 
along these lines. 

Instead of death or dismemberment 
when total disability does not result be- 
ing required to occur within ninety days, 
as others require, we extend the time to 
200 weeks. The total disability is payable 
for life, no limitation to “or age 70,” 
and death indemnity is payable after 200

Double Indemnity Clause

In the health portion of our policy, in 
the paragraph relative to blindness or par- 
alysis indemnity, we use four lines to 
cover the same benefits that others take 
nine or twelve lines to cover.

Then again, 
we pay from one day to one year, covering 
fifty-two weeks for house confinement, 
not twenty-six. We cover convalescence 
for one-half the amount for house con- 
finement and pay for disability for life 
one-fourth the amount for house con- 
finement, not limited to fifty-two weeks 
nor to age 70. 

We cover for 365 days the first year as 
well as thereafter, no fifteen-day clause. 
Then again, we will write our disability 
policy with a different amount of indemn- 


ity for sickness than for accident if so} 


desired, either more or less.

LABOR LAWS PASSED 1908-09 





Workmen’s Compensation Commissions 
—Tendency to Modify Custom- 
ary Employers’ Defense 





Bulletin No. 85 of the United States 
bureau of labor is devoted to a pre- 
sentation of the labor legislation of 
the country during the past two years. 
Besides a reproduction of the laws, the 
bulletin presents a review of the prin- 
cipal features of the statutes of 1908 
and 1909. The tendency of labor legis- 
lation to conform to a standard, which 
is being raised from year to year, and 
a consequent increasing uniformity in 
the provisions of such legislation are 
clearly in evidence. The bureau’s sum- 
mary of this bulletin says in part: 


Six Commissions Appointed 


Six state commissions to study specific 
conditions and draft laws or suggest 
amendments to existing laws in ac- 
cordance with the findings of the investi- 
gations were appointed in the last two 
years. Commissions to investigate the 
liability of employers for injuries to their 
employes and better methods of compen- 
sating employes for the results of indus- 
trial accidents were appointed in Minne- 
sota and New York, while Wisconsin had 
a similar body at work under an earlier 
appointment. The cooperation of these 
commissions, though not at all provided 
for in the laws creating them, has been a 
practical economy in the matter of con- 
ducting investigations, as well as afford- 
ing grounds for a belief that the results 
will be the recommendation of fairly uni- 
form laws on this important and pressing 
subject. Illinois has a commission at 
work on regulations relating to factories 
and mercantile establishments, while Ari- 
zona, Illinois and Ohio assigned the con- 
ditions and regulation of mine labor to 
commissions for investigation and report. 


Changes in Liability Laws 


That the employers liability is the 
subject of an increasing degree of atten- 
tion appears not only from the appoint- 
ment of commissions but from actual 
legislation as well. Five states (Michi- 
gan, Texas, Idaho, Maine and New Jer- 
sey) and the Philippine Islands passed 
laws affecting employers’ liability di- 
rectly; while in Georgia, Iowa, Massa- 
chusetts, Mississippi, Ohio and South 
Dakota the customary defenses of em- 
ployers in suits for damages by injured 
employes, i. e., fellow-servant, assumed 
risks, and contributory negligence, were 
more or less restricted or modified. The 
doctrine of comparative negligence, under 
which the contributory negligence of the 
employe is compared with the primary 
negligence of the employer, with a cor- 
responding award of damages, has been 
incorporated in the laws of Texas, Iowa 
and Ohio, and in a modified form in the 
Georgia statute. 

Within the purpose of this class of 
laws, but proceeding on a different prin- 
ciple, is a statute of Montana that pro- 
vides for a state cooperative insurance 
fund to be maintained by coal-mine op- 
erators and their employes and admin- 
istered by state officials. Payments in 
case of death and of permanent disabilit 
are to be made from this fund by award, 
no action at law being necessary. In fact, 
the commencement of a suit at law is 
made to forfeit the right to benefits under 
the act, though the law of liability is in 
no wise affected by the new provision. 


Many Subjects Considered 


More than fifty separate laws were 
passed by the legislatures of various 
states within the past two years regu- 
lating the conditions of employment in 
factories and mercantile establishments 
and making provision for inspection. Laws 
providing for a higher standard of venti- 
lation in workrooms, based on ratio of 
window area to floor space and requir- 
ing artificial ventilation where necessary, 
were passed in Oklahoma and South Caro- 
lina providing for systems of factory in- 
spection. Under the South Carolina law 
two inspectors examine provisions for 
safety and sanitation and make investi- 
gations as to the employment of women 
and children. A New York law adds to 
the department of labor a bureau of mer- 
cantile inspection for the inspection of 
mercantile establishments in cities of the 
first class. A novel law was enacted in 
Oklahoma, prohibiting the sending of 
workmen into steam boilers, fire boxes, 
etc., before the steam is exhausted or the 
fire drawn. 

The safety of employes in mines is th 
subject of a number of laws. The in- 
creasing employment of electricity for 
lighting and other uses in mines received 
attention in Idaho, Ohio and Oklahoma, 
where proper insulation and other pre- 
cautions are prescfibed. Safety ge 
explosives and blasting, ventilation, in- 
spection, and the exclusion of intoxi- 
cants and intoxicated persons are fea- 
tures of several laws relating to mines. 





A number of states require mine em- 
ployes to secure certificates of compe- 
tency before being employed. The New 
York legislature enacted a law, the first 
of its class in the United States, gov- 
erning the employment of workmen in 
mines and tunnels where compressed air 
is used. 

Employment of Women and Children 

Judged by the number of laws enacted 
on the subject, the employment of 
women and children is the question most 
in the legislative mind in so far as labor 
legislation is concerned, thirty-two states 
having enacted fifty-four ,laws or 
amendments thereon in the past two 
years. In the majority of cases these 
laws are amendatory. Principal laws 
were enacted in ten states, four of them 
(Mississippi, North Dakota, Oklahoma and 
Washington) being first enactments on 
the subjects covered, while in the other 
six cases (Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Michigan, Pennsylvania and Virginia) the 
statutes supersede prior enactments. The 
laws relate to age limit, hours of labor, 
prohibited employments, compulsory 
school attendance, certification, registry, 
and all the provisions that have been 
found valuable in the matter of the regu- 
lation of the employment of women and 
children. Employment of children is 
the subject of the large majority 
of these _ acts. Extended and_ de- 
tailed lists of employments prohibited 
for children appear in the legislation of 
New York, North Dakota, Ohio, Okla- 
homa and Pennsylvania, and in a number 
of states new laws are added prohibit- 
ing night work. In several states the 
hours of labor of children were reduced 
to eight per day. In Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island the hours of labor of 
women and children were reduced to 
fifty-six per week in manufacturing or 
mechanical establishments. 





WILL MANAGE CREDIT BRANCH 





A. A. Alles, Well-Known Credit Insur- 
ance Man, Goes With Midland 
Casualty of Chicago 





* 
_ A. A. Alles, for the past fifteen years 
in the credit insurance business, has 
associated himself with the Midland 
Casualty, which is organizing at Chi- 
cago, as general manager of its credit 
insurance department. Mr. Alles en- 
tered the business with the old Mutual 
Mercantile Agency, was ten years spe- 
cial agent of the American Credit-In- 
demnity and was then with the Lon- 
don Guarantee organizing its credit 
business in Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia. After that he was again with 
the American at Pittsburg for a time. 

Mr. Alles proposes to conduct the 
credit department of the Midland Cas- 
ualty along the lines of the Lomdon 
Guarantee, with the Midland Operating 
Company as the collection department, 
just as the Credit Insurance Adjust- 
ment Company handles the collection 
end of the London’s business. With 
this end in view he is now organizing 
a corps of collection attorneys. He 
has undertaken to dispose of $100,000 
of the stock of the Midland Casualty 
and the Midland Operating Company, 
much of which he expects to sell to or 
through these attorneys. He has al- 
ready received a number of applications 
for agency positions with the depart- 
ment. 

A careful study of the credit insur- 
ance business has convinced Mr. Alles 
that the great danger to companies 
arises from their assumption of liability 
on outstanding accounts, of whose na- 
ture and amount they have not exact 
knowledge. He will introduce in the 
applications and policies of the com- 
pany safeguards, which he believes will 
reduce this danger materially. 

It is not yet known when the Mid- 
land Casualty will be ready to write 
insurance, but its nromoters do not be- 
lieve more than two months will elapse 
before that time. The plan of starting 
with accident and health business on 
a small paid capital was considered at 
one time, but now it proposed that 
credit insurance shall be one of the first 
lines taken up and that the company 
have a large enough capital to handle 
this branch before it begins writing in- 
surance at all.

COMPENSATION OF WORKMEN 





Wisconsin Committee Publishes Ten- 
tative Bills—Would Force Accept- 
ance by Destroying Defenses 


The Wisconsin special legislative 
committee on industrial insurance has 
made public its tentative bills on the 
subject of compensation for injured 
employes. 

The plan of accident insurance as 
put forward by the committee, provides 
fixed and definite compensation for in- 
jured workmen, or, in case of death, 
for their families. An employer who 
accepts the plan agrees to pay a speci- 
fied scale to employes injured in his 
service. He is required to cover the 
risk by insuring in either a stock or a 
mutual company. Every employe of a 
concern coming under the proposed 
system gives up his right to recover 
damages other than the compensation 
provided, unless, upon hiring, he con- 
tracts to the contrary. So long as the 
compensation is paid an injured em- 
ploye, his employer is relieved abso- 
lutely from further liability for dam- 
ages. 

In regard to the question as to the 
methods of paying for the proposed 
insurance, the tentative bill for com- 
pensation includes optional sections on 
this subject. One provides that the 
employer shall pay the whole cost of 
the accident insurance; the other that 
he shall pay the total cost and then be 
reimbursed by the state to the extent 
of 20 percent of the premium. These 
two ideas are presented in order that 
there may be a full discussion at the 
coming hearings. 

It is attempted to meet trivial cases 
of injury or the tendency of a work- 
man to “soldier” by a section which 
provides that compensation for injuries 
is to begin after the end of the second 
week of disability. The compensation 
is to be 65 percent of the employe’s 
wages during disability, with a maxi- 
mum of $3,000, which is also the maxi- 
mtm death benefit. In cases where the 
workman is rendered wholly unable to 
work and so helpless as to require a 
nurse he is to receive his full wages. 
In cases of death, the dependents of 
the victim are to receive three years’ 
wages, minimum $1,000 and maximum 
$3,000, divided into regular installments 
covering a period of five years. The 
death benefit is lowered in cases where 
no persons wholly dependent survive 
the victim. 

Provision is made that disputes of 
all kind are to be referred to a board 
of arbitrators, of which the commis- 
sioner of labor and industrial statistics 
is to be a member ex-officio. The other 
two are to be appointed by the gov- 
ernor. 

In order to bring the compensation 
act into real effect, the legislative com- 
mittee has drafted a tentative bill de- 
signed to take away the common law 
defenses of employers in personal in- 
jury suits. This bill repeals all other 
statutes conflicting with it, including 
the railway employers liability act of 
1907. 

More than 3,000 copies of the bill 
have been sent out to manufacturers 
and labor unions in the state in order 
that they may have an opportunity to 
criticise them and offer suggestions. 
Public hearings on the measures will 
begin in Milwaukee April 12. 

Senator A. W. Sanborn, of Ashland, 
Wis., chairman of the legislative com- 
mittee on industrial insurance, will pre- 
side at the Milwaukee hearing. With 
the exception of Assemblyman Wallace 
Ingalls, of Racine, Wis., who is in Eu- 
rope studying certain phases of the for- 
eign compensation system, it is expect- 








ed that all other members of the com- 
mittee will attend the hearings .

STIR OVER SIDEWALK BONDS 





Milwaukee May Accept Personal Sure- 
ty from Contractors—Views of 
a Surety Man 





As a result of the action taken by 
bonding companies in increasing from 
$10 to $25 the charge for a $2,000 bond 
for officials and city contractors, it is 
expected that the Milwaukee board of 
public works will make arrangements 
to bond contractors by some other 
means. In the case of the cement walk 
contractors it is expected that the board 
will do away with the provision requir- 
ing a surety bond and will allow in- 
stead, a bond signed by a reputable 
property owner. 

Regarding the foregoing item of news 
a well-known Milwaukee surety man 
says: 


The agitation against corporate surety 
by our city is mostly with reference to 
bonds required of sidewalk layers. There 
is no ordinance, but it is a rule of the 
board of public works that each sidewalk 
layer must furnish a corporate surety 
bond of $2,000, guaranteeing completion 
of all contracts undertaken, holding the 
city free from all liability due to acci- 
dents, etc., and further guaranteeing the 
work for a period of two years after com- 
pletion. The premium is $25, subject to 
readjustment at the end of the year on 
the amount of work done. 

There was recently held in Chicago a 
convention of commissioners of public 
works. The subject of requiring corpo- 
rate surety bonds on work of the above 
nature and also on street paving contracts 
was discussed. This latter form of work 
usually carries with it a five-year guaran- 
tee. Instead of holding back a percentage 
of the contract price until the guaranteé 
term had expired, it was thought advis- 
able to exact a corporate surety bond. 
When this proposed change was put be- 
fore the convention, so I am told, quite 
a number of eastern commissioners arose 
and argued against the adoption of the 
contemplated change because they said 
they have had a very disastrous experi- 
ence with corporate surety and felt that 
they had better be without the protec- 
tion. These commissioners claimed that 
you could not hold a corporate surety 
company to a five-year guarantee where 
the city specified the materials that went 
into the work. In addition to this, the 
commissioners claim that a contractor 
getting his bond from surety companies 
must indemnify them against all loss. 
This is true, but the commissioners fail 
to realize that a contract bond is not 
like a fire insurance policy. A bonding 
company merely extends credit and does 
not anticipate any loss whatever when 
executing the surety. This matter is go- 
ing to be discussed by our common coun- 
y ge board of public works at an early 

ate. 

Personally I think the whole trouble 
started when the different contractors 
complained of a raise in rates. These 
bonds (sidewalk) were formerly written 
for a premium of $10. They are not a 
desirable bond in any respect, and are 
well worth every dollar the companies 
are asking for them. 





Bonds for Property Owners 

The holding of property owners liable 
for the Dow tax and fines in dry ter- 
ritory in Ohio where tenants have been 
convicted of selling liquor and are not 
able to meet the penalty, has caused a 
demand for bonds from property own- 
ers guaranteeing that tenants will not 
sell liquor on the premises. 





Stock Purchaser Brings Suit 

Peter Fay has brought suit at Sher- 
man, Texas, against the Southwestern 
Surety to recover $500 which he claims 
he paid on a stock subscription, and to 
restrain the company from attempting 
to collect an additional $1,500 which 
he was to pay upon the organization of 
the company. He claims he was in- 
duced by misrepresentation to subscribe 
for the stock, and also alleges that the 
company was not organized according 


Accepts One-Half Collateral 


Agents of the surety companies at 
Cleveland have refused to consider a 








reduction in rates on bank depository 
business. Some days ago the city 
treasurer called in the bankers and in- 
formed them that he would prefer that 
they secure surety company bonds to 
cover their liability on deposits that 
would be made with them. They as- 
sured him they would be willing to do 
so, if the surety companies would 
make a reduction in rates and a com- 
mittee was appointed to consult with 
the agents. It is understood that the 
treasurer has now agreed to accept half 
of the security in municipal and other 
bonds that do not fluctuate in value on 
the market, while bonds for the other 
half will be secured from the surety 
companies. 


MAKING A TOUR OF AGENCIES 
George T. Parker of Title Getting 


Acquainted With Field Force 
and Local Conditions 











George T. Parker, assistant to the 
president of the Title Guaranty & 
Surety, reached Chicago this week on 
a tour of the company’s agencies, 
which started at Boston and will end 
on the Pacific coast.

LOOSE CONDITION IS SHOWN 





Missouri Department Investigates Na- 
tional Benevolent Society of Jeff- 
erson City—Queer Assets Appear 


An examination of the National 
Benevolent Society, a Jefferson City 
fraternal, by the Missouri department 
shows an astonishing state of affairs. 

No way of checking up the cash 
book and ledger could be devised, for 
the reason that reports of local collect- 
ors showing amounts remitted are not 
preserved, and neither canceled checks 
nor check stubs were in the files. A 
piece of real estate reported in the as- 
sets was found to be held in the name 
of George R. Collins, the president, 
although the society had paid off an 
$800 mortgage on the property. This 
real estate was carried at a valuation 
of $1,000 in 1898, but has been marked 
up to $1,750, although the net income 
in 1909 was only $31. 

An item of $17,003 in membership 
fee notes was reported in the assets. 
although these notes, for $5 each, are 
against a claim filed by the maker. At 
that the amount of the item is an arbi- 
trary assumption to make the state- 
ment balance, as there is no record to 
show the actual number of such notes. 
They are pinned to the application, 
and it would be necessary to count 
them in the files and then check off 
those that have been used in order to 
get at the amount. A note of $1,700 
given by the Kansas City Brick & 
Stone Co. to George R. Collins 
is also carried in the assets, but has 
not been endorsed over to the society 
and there is no collateral security. It 
is a ninety-day note, dated March 19, 
1909. In the fall of 1909 the brick and 
stone company went into the hands of 
a receiver. The society also holds 
four notes for $125 each, given by the 
receiver of the company. The receiver 
of the brick company, G. R. Silverman, 
is also attorney for the society. 

One of the accounts kept by the so- 
ciety is a “lodge account,” consisting 
of over remittances from disabled 
lodges. Certain expenses, such as 
printing and stationery, salaries and 
deputies, have been concealed by 
charging them against this account. 
Only the differences between such in- 
come and disbursements have been 
shown in the annual statement. 

The fraternal law of Missouri re- 
quires a lodge system, but the records 
show that certificates of membership 
have been issued before the applicants 
were initiated, and even before the for- 
mation of local lodges.

I. S. T. M. A. paid but $5,000 death 
benefit but at the meeting a month ago, 
this was doubled in cases of death due 
to train accident.

Because he testified in 
a damage suit which the insurance com- 
pany was defending, Schultz claims that 
he was driven from the city, threatened 
with violence and his employment lost. 
He now demands an examination of 
the defendants under the discovery 
statute. After a short hearing the case 
was continued to April 7. 

Schultz charges that he testified for 
the plaintiff in a $10,000 damage suit 
brought by Mrs. Augusta Raether, as 
administratrix of the estate of her hus- 
band, Edward Raether, against the Filer 
& Stowell Company of Milwaukee, an 
action brought for the death of her 
husband. A jury recently awarded Mrs 
Raether a verdict for $4,000. It is 
claimed by Schultz that the Filer & 
Stowell Company had a liability policy 
with the Frankfort and that immediate- 
ly after the granting of a new trial in 
the case, the insurance company con- 
spired against him.

Recent Decisions on Verbal Notice to 
Cancel and Extent of

The following comment on employ- 
ers liability cases by the Insurance 
Green Bag is of interest: 

Premises Other than Named in Policy 
Covered—An employers liability policy 
was issued covering specific premises 
named by street and number. It was a 
single building. The insured leased ad- 
ditional premises adjacent, known by an- 
other number not included in the policy. 
There was another policy taken out after 
these premises were leased, but no men- 
tion of the new premises appeared in 
the policy. 

The insurance company brought two 
actions to recover premiums due upon 
policies resulting in a judgment dismiss- 
ing the complaint. Upon appeal, the su- 
preme court, Appellate Term, N. Y., re- 
versed the judgment, and said in part: 
“The premiums are based upon the risk 
assumed by the plaintiff. If an injury 
had occurred in the new premises, it 
seems to me that the plaintiff could not 
have restricted its liability to the old 
premises. If its liability extended to 
the new premises, then also its right of 
compensation extended thereto.” 

Giegerich, J., in a dissenting opinion, 
says: “If the plaintiff’s responsibility 
could thus be extended without its know- 
ledge or consent to an additional build- 
ing, it might be extended with equal 
reason to any number of additional build- 
ings, and its attempted protection of it- 
self, by the specification of the building 
covered by its policy, would be defeated 
without any fault on its part. If the 
plaintiff could not be held liable for in- 
juries occurring in such additional build- 
ing, then the defendant ought not to be 
held liable for the added premium based 
upon the compensation paid its employes 
engaged in such additional building. So 
much of the policy taken out before No. 
41 was occupied by them.” 

In our opinion, the dissenting opinion 
states the law correctly unless it ap- 
peared that the failure to include the 
leased premises in the policy was due 
to clerical error or misunderstanding, 120 
N. Y. Sup. 759. 

Verbal Notice to Cancel Mot Valid— 
New Amsterdam Casualty sued for ex- 
cess premium based upon insured’s pay- 
roll under the terms of two employers’ 
liability policies. The question raised 
was whether or not one of the policies 
was cancelled at the time claimed by 
the company or at the time claimed by 
the insured. The policy provided that 
the company may cancel on written not- 
ice, stating when it should be effective, 
dnd that the insured may likewise can- 
cel in the same manner. The assured

never gave any written notice of can- 
cellation claimed in June. It appeared 
that in June the company notified its 
broker to collect the excess premiums on 
the first policy. When the broker called, 
the insured told him to cancel the sec- 
ond policy. This was reported to the 
company. In the original suit the com- 
pany failed to get a judgment. The case 
was appealed to the supreme court, Ap- 
= Term, N. Y. The court said in 
part: 

“The direction of a verdict that the 
policy was cancelled in June was clearly 
erroneous. Unless the contract was can- 
celled by mutual consent, which is cer- 
tainly not the case here, it could be can- 
celled only in the manner provided by 
the contract, i. e, by written consent. 
The broker had certainly no right to 
waive this requirement. At most he 
was a messenger to carry the oral notice 
to the company’s office, and the defend- 
ant presented absolutely no competent 
proof that the company had then ac- 
cepted the oral notification, and thus 
by this overt act misled the defendant 
into the belief that his cancellation was 
sufficient. Judgment was reversed and 
a new trial ordered. 120 N. Y. Sup. 7465. 


Judge Hollister in the United States 
circuit court at Cincinnati has decided 
that an employer who is compelled to 
pay damages to an employe for injuries 
caused by machinery made of defective 
material, cannot recover his loss from 
the maker of the machinery. The case 
was that of the Travelers Insurance 
Company vs. the Great Lakes Engi- 
neering Works Company. The state- 
ment of the case and the judge’s ruling 
are as follows: 


The plaintiff issued to the Herancourt 
Brewing Company, Cincinnati, an insur- 
ance policy indemnifying it against loss 
through bodily injury to or death of an 
employe. The defendant company installed 
a 150-ton refrigerating machine in the 
brewery. A _ short time thereafter the 
cylinder head blew out and an employe 
named Joseph Leinhart was_ killed and 
another one seriously injured. The ad- 
ministratrix sued the brewery for $10,000, 
and secured a verdict for $2,750, which 
was paid by the insurance company under 
the indemnity contract. Thereupon the 
insurance company instituted suit to re- 
cover $4,000 against the above mentioned 
defendant on the ground that the machine 
was manufactured of defective material 
and had been improperly constructed, to 
which it is averred the accident was due. 
It was submitted on demurrer last 
Wednesday. 

In his Seotaten, Judge Hollister says: 
“The insurer, the plaintiff here, if it re- 
cover at all, must recover in the right of 
the insured. Inasmuch as only the ad- 
ministratrix of the deceased could have 
recovered against either or both wrong 
doers, it must be held that the brewing 
company, had it sought recovery against 
the engineering company, must have 
failed. This being so, and assuming that 
under ordinary circumstances the policy 
was one of indemnity and under its con-

tract the plaintiff could have succeeded to 
the right of the brewing company, yet as 
the brewing company could not have main- 
tained an action against the engineering 
company, neither can the insurance com- 
Pp .’ For these reasons the demurrer 
is sustained. 


The decision of the Illinois supreme 
court in Joseph Kenny, appellee, vs. 
The Marquette Cement Manufacturing 
Company, appellant, is thus reported 
in the National Corporation Reporter: 


An exposed and unused key-seat, some 
three inches long, one-half an inch deep 
and five-eighths of an inch wide, in the 
protruding end of a revolving shaft, with 
the metal near the key-seat battered into 
a sort of hook, is dangerous to employes 
working about the shaft, and the master 
must be held to have notice of such con- 
dition, where it is shown that his mill- 
wright and foreman had known of it for 
a@ year. 

Master and servant—Servant does not 
assume risk of dangers known to master 
but not to servant. A servant does not 
assume the risk of dangers which are 
unknown to him, and which he could not 
have known by the exercise of reasonable 
care, but which are known to the master 
and could be avoided by the master by 
the exercise of reasonable care on his 
part. While it is ordinarily negligence for 
a servant to violate a known rule, yet if 
the rule is habitually violated with the 
knowledge and acquiescence of the mas- 
ter the rule is treated as being inopera- 
tive. In an action by a servant against 
the master for injuries received while 
trying to put a belt on a pulley while the 
shaft was revolving, if the fact that such 
practice was against a rule of the de- 
fendant is first brought out upon the 
cross-examination of the plaintiff, it is not 
error to allow the plaintiff to thereafter 
show, as part of his case in chief, that 
such rule was habitually violated. It is 
improper for the court to permit counsel 
for plaintiff in a personal injury case to 
ask prospective jurors whether they know 
any of the officers or agents of a certain 
insurance company, but it may not be re-

Government Fidelity Rates Off 


Rates on government fidelity business 
are now off. Several companies have 
issued new manuals on this class, re- 
ducing rates in most cases to about 
10 cents per $100 or practically cutting 
in two the uniform schedule. Now 
companies are going still further and 
declaring rates off entirely. 





Shows Danger to Personal Sureties 


A court at Kankakee, IIl., in a suit 
against the bondsmen of a former state 
auditor, held that the statute of limita- 
tions does not run against the state. 
Charles Swigert was auditor from 1881 
to 1885 and retained $21,000 of the in- 











terest on public moneys under his con- 
trol. Suit was begun by the present 
state administration against the only 
living bondsman and against the estate 
of the others, nearly twenty-five years 
after Swigert’s term expired. The stat- 
ute of limitations was cited in defense, 
but the court decided as before stated. 
The decision offers a strong talking 
point for corporate sureties.

It is said 
that some of the companies are con- 
sidering putting Kansas City in the 
same class as New York, Chicago, 
Philadelphia and St. Louis. 





Goes With Prudential Casualty 


Edgar J. Miller, superintendent of 
the burglary department of the Na- 
tional Surety, has resigned to go with 
the new Prudential Casualty of In- 
dianapolis. Mr. Miller was formerly 
manager of the burglary department 
of the Aetna Indemnity. He will have 
charge of the plate glass and burglary 
departments of the Prudential. 


Comments on Small Potatoes 


Geo. Brown, manager of the German 
Commercial Accident at Detroit, says: 


The story in The Western Underwriter 
of that “small potatoes” bank at Chats- 
worth, Ill, makes one wonder what 4 
queer streak in human nature leads people 
to do such mean things. In my work 
here I am becoming flinty-hearted. At 
first I used to be astonished at a man 
jumping to some other company or dro 
ping his accident insurance altogether 
after his claim had been settled. I am 
not referring to cases where there was 
any disagreement, but to those that were 
paid in full, and to several where I even 
strained a point or two in the claimant’s 
favor. We paid, for instance, one man 
every cent he himself had figured on for 
injury to his hand from an exploded 
rocket, and when his quarterly payment 
fell due he “guessed he’d let up on the 
policy for a while’—heavy payments on 
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his house, etc. Well, you know the line of 
talk they hand you. 

We paid another man in full for varico- 
cele on a health policy, although we might 
have turned him down on the technicality 
that he must have been suffering from 
this trouble at the time he bought the 
policy, innocent as he may have been that 
he was so afflicted. He, too, dropped his 
policy a few weeks later. 

These are only two instances out of 
many, the men concerned being success- 
ful business men. It seems incredible 
that they would figure to themselves: 
“Well, I’m ahead of the game now, and 
Tll quit.” But it is just that with many 
men, so that an adjuster learns in time 
that he must not make liberal settlements 
with any idea that the company is coi 
to get all the money back in continu 
premiums. 

The man who jumps to another com- 
pany is a conundrum. I asked one chap 
why he had done it, and his astounding 
answer was that the company having 
been bitten once wouldn’t pay him any- 
thing if he got into another accident. 
Imagine a sensible business man making 
such a ridiculous reply as that, and yet 
they do make such explanations. Maybe 
that was the narrow-minded view that the 
Chatsworth, Ill., bank people took of the 
settlement made with them on the bur- 
glary. And could anyone blame the U. S. 
F. & G. for being technical the next time 
it has a burglary settlement to make with 
the odds in the company’s favor? 


Makes a Fair Proposition 


An agent at Findlay, Ohio, received 
the following liberal offer from one 
of his patrons a few days ago: 


Dear Sir—I want to pay my dues. I 
did not think I would pay one more to 
your insurance company, but last month I 
got hurt in a fight and the other fellow 
kicked in three of my ribs, and I ain’t 
worked any for three weeks. Now, I will 
send you two months if you will pay me 
the three weeks’ benefits. Hurry up and 
let me know, and then if you do that 
just send me the cash and keep out the 
two months, and then I will get you some 
new members, maybe ten the next week.

It appeared that the 
last premium was not paid until July 6, 
1909, or one day after the accident took 
place.

TO REORGANIZE THE SYSTEM 


Omaha to Build Small Engine Houses 
for Single Companies and Install 
Auto Apparatus 





Omaha is soon to have new develop- 
ments in its fire department. The board 
of fire and police commissioners have 
decided to gradually work into a new 
system of building fire engine houses, 
and a new system of fire fighting ap- 
paratus. 

These facts became public at a meet- 
ing of the city council when the board 
was invited to be present to discuss 
the proposition of submitting to the 
voters at a special election a number 
of proposed bond issues, including one 
for $150,000 to build new fire engine 
houses in the downtown district to re- 
place old and unsanitary houses. 

Commissioners Wappich and Hunter 
expressed their desire that the bonds 
not be made the issue of a special elec- 
tion, because twice before defeated by 
slender margins; and further stated that 
the board, instead of hereafter building 
large houses intended for several com- 
panies each, and old style equipment, 
will hereafter recommend small, single 
company houses, and more of them, 
each equipped with auto-apparatus. The 
houses thus built will be less expensive, 
and adapted to modern needs. They 
said that they wish to more thoroughly 
work out their plans, and have definite 
ideas in shape, before again going be- 
fore the voters for a bond issue. The 
city now has thirteen houses occupied, 
and two unoccupied. The latter were 
built by the council in advance of the 
ability of the fire and police board to 
secure funds to equip and man_ the 
houses. ‘ 

The commissioners outlined their 
plan of beginning experiments with 
auto-propelled apparatus by buying two 
auto-wagons, which will be installed in 
two of the down town houses, thus re- 
leasing two old hose wagons to be sent 
to the new houses. 


Want Readjustment of Rates 

Business men of Frankfort, Ind., say 
it is time for a new adjustment of fire 
insurance rates in that city. The last 
was in 1906. The city then had 129 
fire hydrants and now it has 85 more 
and now every place in the business 
district can be reached by 150 feet of 
hose and every place in the residence 
district with 250 feet. The city also 
has a central heating plant serving the 
great majority of the business places, 
it is said, and this should be taken as 
favoring lower rates as the hazard from 
stoves and furnaces is a smaller factor. 
Property owners say few cities have a 
more adequate supply of water works, 
better water system or more efficient 
fire department. The fire loss the last 
two years, they say, has been practically 
nominal. 





Report on El Paso 

The engineers of the National Board 
have just completed an inspection of 
El Paso, Texas, and in discussing its 
conflagration hazard say: 

“Considerable in the principal mer- 
cantile district, owing to a number of 
excessive area buildings, bad, mutual, 
unprotected exposures, an inadequately 
equipped fire department, an unreliable 
and deficient water supply, unreliable 
fire alarm system, overhead wire ob- 
structions and frequent high winds. 
Residential districts present the hazard 
due to flying brands on shingled roofs. 
No distinctive manufacturing districts; 
many plants remote from water supply. 





Improvements at Louisville 
Improved fire protection for the 
southwestern part of Louisville, Ky., 
which contains many industrial plants 
of considerable importance, will be 
provided by the installation of a hook 





and ladder truck at a new fire engine 
house at Twentieth and Garland streets. 
This has been made possible by the 
addition to the department of a mod- 
ernized truck put into commission by 
the Seagrave Fire Department Manu- 
facturing Company, of Columbus, 
Ohio. 





Must Pass Ordinances 

The Manitowoc, Wis., common 
council has been informed that the 
basis rate of that city cannot be re- 
duced unless electrical and building 
ordinances are passed and enforced. It 
is declared that the fire limits ordi- 
nance is not now being enforced. 





Incendiarism Decreasing 

State Fire Marshal W. F. Neikirk, of 
Kentucky, has given out a statement 
to the effect that incendiary fires in 
that state are on the decrease. He be- 
lieves that the fire marshal law and 
the consequent efforts to convict those 
guilty of arson have had much to do 
with it. He has secured several indict- 
ments, but no convictions, during the 
past year, and adds that it is almost 
impossible to prove arson. 





Electric Light Bulb Fire 

An electric light bulb, covered with 
paper, generated sufficient heat to 
cause a $2,000 fire in the basement of 
the H. H. Locker buggy and harness 
store at Newcastle. A salesman, show- 
ing a prospective customer his stock, 
tore the paper wrapping off a buggy 
and threw it over a bulb that he had 
placed on the floor. The bulb, hidden 
by the paper, was not seen when sales- 
man and customer left the basement. 
soe long afterward the fire was discov- 
ered.

The village of Harbor Springs, Mich., 
will issue bonds for $45,000, the money 
to be used in installing a waterworks 
system. 

Rugby, N. D., has added a hose wagon 
to its fire department apparatus, pur- 
chasing from the W. S. Nott Company of 
Minneapolis. 


Kalamazoo, Mich., has plans for erect- 
ing a reservoir, with capacity of 350,000 
gallons, to be located on one of the hills 
in that city. 


The people of Grinnell, Iowa, have voted 
$15,000 of bonds with which to procure 
funds to make needed additions to the 
water plant of that city. 


Kalamazoo’s new fire steamer in a recent 
test exceeded the specifications named, 
that of pumping 700 gallons of water 
per minute. The city has three fire en- 
gines now. 

Lansing, Mich., needs a new fire sta- 
tion in the Sixth ward, also another auto- 
mobile engine. The fire board will ask 
that provision be made for this added 
protection in the annual budget. 


Windsor, Mo., will vote April 1 on a 
proposition to issue bonds for waterworks. 
It is believed the bond issue will carry, 
as the city now has only three wells for 
water supply and property owners are 
desirous of better protection. 


Maysville, Ky., “has voted to have a 
paid fire department of eight members. 
The first step toward providing a fire 
fighting system was the authorization of 
a purchase of an auto fire engine at a 
cost of $5,000. Maysville is an impor- 
tant Burley tobacco market. 


Richmond, Ind., will attempt a safe 
and sane Fourth. The following are put 
under the ban: Giant crackers more than 
6 inches long, skyrockets, cannon, toy pis- 
tols, gas pipe cannon and torpedo canes. 
Dealers will not purchase these. 


Automatic sprinkler systems have just 
been installed in two of the leading fac- 
tories in Traverse City—the Wells-Hig- 
man Company basket factory and the 
Oval Wood Dish Company. Change to 
the new rates and policies is expected any 
day now. 

During the burning of several barns 
and other buildings on the thickly-popu- 
Yated east side of Bedford, Ind. the 
water pressure was so low that the vari- 
ous stone mills in that quarry district 
were compelled to close down during the 
fire. 

Minneapolis has recently purchased for 
use by its fire department a 65-foot aero 
hook and ladder. This has an automatic

that after all their rewards are not 
measured altogether by the dollar. They 
must care for their own families, of 
course, but there is a satisfaction in 
knowing that their work extends also 
to the protection of other families and 
relatives. 
Atmosphere Been Cleared 

In reference to the life insurance 
scandals, the speaker said that they had 
broken upon the public unexpectedly, 
but that the bad elements had been 
cleared out, bad practices done away 
with, and through it all the companies 
have stood as strong as they ever were. 
This is a proof of the stability of the 
companies in which so many people 
have put their faith. During the panic 
policy holders found their contracts as 
good as gold, though they were often 
unable to secure currency from their 
own banks. 

Dr. Miller discussed human nature 
as the material with which they have 
to deal and said that the people of this 
country take better care of those de- 
pendent upon them than in any other; 
that they are more thoughtless in some 
ways than any other people, but they 
are not backward in taking up anything 
that will benefit their families and will 
make sacrifices to carry it out. 

Attorney Payer’s Talk 

Attorney Harry F. Payer asserted 
that life agents display qualities of con- 
fidence and stick-to-it-iveness that are 
seen in no other work or profession. 
He had often come in contact with 
them, he said, but had never retired 
from the field of battle with the laurel 
wreath of victory. Mr. Payer said that 
statistics show that only 12 percent of 
the insurance population of the United 
States carry insurance, although the 
people of this country carry more than 
twice as much as those of all other 
countries combined. In each decade 
since 1880 insurance in this country has 
doubled. 





Bursts Into Poetry 

The love of children, he said, was 
one of the greatest inducements for 
parents to carry protection of this kind. 
Mr. Payer said that there is no better, 
no greater work than that in which the 
members of the association are en- 
aged and in closing he gave the fol- 
owing summary of the qualities that 
make a life insurance man:

Rabbi Moses J. Gries humorously 
said that many ministers go into the 
life insurance business—as a last re- 
sort. The insurance he took twenty 
years ago, he said, he considered the 
best investment he had ever made. Pro- 
fessional men should carry all the in- 








surance they can pay for, he asserted, 
because when the working, producing 
brain is stilled, they often leave little 
in the way of property to their fami- 
lies. Rabbi Gries is heartily in favor of 
the great institutions that protect tem- 
porally, as he is of the one that affords 
spiritual safety. His talk was emi- 
nently practical as well as entertaining 
all through. Referring to the insurance 
turmoils of a few years ago, Rabbi 
Gries said that there must be honorable 
standards among the companies and 
their agents, if they wish to be consid- 
ered honorable. But the undesirable 
has been removed, it is believed, and it 
now remains with those in charge and 
those who will control in the future to 
keep the business clean. 
. Marks Says “Good Night” 

In his “good night” address, Martin 
A. Marks, formerly manager of the 
Equitable in northern Ohio, said he 
saw only three men at the table who 
were present when the association was 
organized twenty years ago. Most of 
them are younger men. Mr. Marks 
said the twenty years he spent in the 
business were the most pleasant of his 
life and that if he were going into busi- 
ness again, he would without hesitation 
select life insurance. 

Speaking of the unpleasant side of 
the work, he said that he had often 
gone into stores and offices when he 
knew that he was not welcome, but 
that he had later gone into homes with 
a draft from the company when he was 
doubly welcome. The pleasure that 
comes with the business in this respect 


more than counterbalances the discour- 


agements and the undesirable features. 

Mr. Marks spoke of the great change 
that has come over agents since the 
time when representatives of different 
companies feared to be seen talking 
together up to the present when they 
meet together monthly to talk over 
matters of interest and hold © annual 
banquets at which good cheer is dis- 
pensed. Cooperation, he said, had been 
of much beenfit to them and will con- 
tinue to be in the future.

forces the original company to put up 
a higher reinsurance reserve than for- 
merly while the reinsuring company is 
favored. This bill was passed largely 
through the influence of the foreign 
reinsurance companies. Considerable 
money was used when the bill was 
passed and later when it was attacked. 
The United States managers claim the 

money was not improperly used. 

William H. Buckley, formerly con- 
nected with the New York department, 
seems to have been one of the chief 
legislative agents hired by President 
Sheldon. It is said the Phenix loaned 
him $48,000 while he was with the New 
York department. 

Most of the queries directed to com- 
pany officers and United States man- 
agers were to learn what sums were 
paid to E. R. Kennedy, and Geo. P. 
Sheldon and why they were paid. 

M. M. Dawson’s Testimony 

Actuary M. M. Dawson testified that 
when he was working for a life bill, 
Buckley told him it would be killed 
unless he received a fee. Mr. Dawson 
said he did not pay the fee and the bill 
failed to pass. 

President Seward of the Fidelity & 
Casualty, said in his opinion the New 
York department had been used for 
improper political and legislative pur- 
poses for twenty-four years. He identi- 
fied Edward A. H. Brown, of Middle- 
town. N. Y., as the man representing 
State Senator “Big Tim” Sullivan in 
1892, who asked for $10,000 on behalf 
of Sullivan to have a bill killed. This 
is alleged to have taken place in Sing 
Sing prison. 

Wm. Bro Smith Queried 

William B. Smith, general counsel 
of the Travelers, testified that his com- 
pany paid $21,400 to Buckley in 1903 
to put through the liability reserve bill. 

With Buckley refusing to talk, vir- 
tually all the evidence Monday was dug 
up by Superintendent Hotchkiss from 
letters exchanged between Buckley and 
the late George P. Sheldon, who as 
president of the Phenix, collected from 
various companies the money which 
was sent to Buckley. 

The day was taken up chiefly with 
Buckley’s work for the companies in 
1904. Buckley agreed to do the work 
at Albany that year for $15,000. The 
Buckley-Sheldon letters told of the 
course of insurance legislation, and the 
triumph of Buckley, who did not even 
permit “strike bills” to be introduced. 

One letter, from President Sheldon 
to Buckley, dated Aug. 29, 1904, refer- 








red to the coming election of state 
senators, and said: 

“T wish you would bear in mind the 
districts where a little aid might be 
rendered in the matter of election ex- 
penses, and thus save our doing any- 
thing after the legislature comes to- 
gether.” 

Buckley, however, wrote back that it 
was not a good plan to aid in elections, 
but that it would be better to wait for 
a crisis. 

President Evans’ Testimony 

President Henry Evans, of the Con- 
tinental, testified in regard to a check 
for $3,000 drawn by the Continental to 
the order of George P. Sheldon, that 
the money was paid to reimburse Mr. 
Sheldon for out-of-pocket expenses in 
connection with legislative work, that 
$500 of the amount was subsequently 
returned, and that he had at one time 
announced that if any money contribut- 
ed by the Continental were used for 
improper purposes, he would bring suit 
for its recovery. 

President Kingsley As a Witness 

On Tuesday Darwin P. Kingsley, 
president of the New York Life, ap- 
pearing as a witness, swore that Buck- 
ley asked him to pay him $3,000 in 
1906 with which to buy, at $500 each, 
the votes of six members of the state 
senate. It was also shown that as late 
at Sept. 1, 1909, the fire underwriters 
raised $500 to be spent in connection 
with legislation at Albany. 

Mr. Kingsley said that in 1906, when 
the Armstrong life bills were before 
the legislature, he went to Albany to 
advocate the amendment of the provi- 
sion of the bill relating to the election 
of directors. The senate passed the 
amendment by a narrow vote. That 
night, Mr. Kingsley said, he met Buck- 
ley, who said: “Well, you have won a 
notable victory, but they are going to 
take it away from you. The wheels are 
busy on that proposition now.” 

“T didn’t understand what was going 
on, but Buckley insisted that what he 
said was true. Then he went on. ‘For 
$3,000 I can deliver you six votes in 
the senate.’ 

Many Letters Read 

More of the letters exchanged between 
Buckley and the late George P. Shel- 
don, president of the Phenix Fire, were 
introduced in evidence, and the tenor 
ot some of them caused Mr. Hotchkiss 
to remark that it looked as if Buckley 
had attempted to tamper with the state 
department under the Hotchkiss re 
gime, after the resignation of Otto Kel- 
sey as superintendent of the depart- 
ment. 





Getting Automobile Signatures 
The automobile floater agreement in 
Chicago allowing a 2 percent rate and 
10 percent maximum brokerage is being 
circulated for signatures to bind gen- 
eral agents for 1910. 





Keener Case Goes Over 

The case of John E. Keener, of Chi- 
cago, charged with operating a bogus 
fire company, was called in the crimi- 
nal court in that city Wednesday, but 
was postponed until Thursday of next 
week. Judge Kresten announced that 
unless Keener was ready for trial then 
his bond would be forfeited. His coun- 
sel said he was unavoidably out of the 
city Wednesday.

Legislation Must Be Secured in Iowa 
Before Rigid Building Ordinances 
Can Be Effective 





Des Moines, Iowa, March 30.—(Spe- 
cial.)—No relief for Des Moines or any 
other city in Iowa in the shape of rigid 
building ordinances is possible - until 
the Iowa statutes are so amended as 
to permit of their enforcement, so it 
was decided at a conference here of 
the Commercial Club fire protection 
committee, which met with E. R. 
Townsend, of the National Board. The 
ordinance which was being framed and 
which was submitted to Mr. Townsend 
will be held until after the next legis- 
lature meets, when it is hoped to secure 
revision of the state laws which will 
permit Iowa cities to adopt ordinances 
modeled after the code of the National 
Board. The outcome of the conference 
was disappointing, but another will be 
held when Mr. Townsend attends the 
quarterly meeting of the Iowa Fire Pro- 
tective Association, April 15. 


West Virginia 

The West Virginia Insurance Company 
has been incorporated at Alderson, W. 
Va., with $25,000 capital. The incor- 
poretors are G. H. Gwinn and J. N. Al- 
derson of Alderson; W. B. Hines of White 
Sulphur Springs; W. D. Slavin of Lewis- 
burg; and J. E. Crawford of Ronceverte. 








Merchants & Planters 

A preliminary examination of the Mer- 
chants & Planters of Tulsa, Okla., by the 
Oklahoma department showed that its cap- 
ital was impaired on Dec. 31. The di- 
rectors have paid the losses due and ad- 
justed, but the department has ordered 
the company to make good the impair- 
ment or reduce its capital from $100,000 
to $50,000. 





Virginia State 

A report of the examination of the Vir- 
ginia State by the Virginia department 
has just been made public. It shows that 
at the end of 1909, if a balance of $46,625 
due the directors for money paid in at 
the time of the Baltimore fire’ is counted 
as a liability, the company was impaired 
$437. The debt to the directors, how- 
ever, is subordinate to claims of policy- 
holders,

MOVES AGENCY TO LEXINGTON 





H. G. Hoffman, of Mt. Sterling, to In- 
corporate Business—Henry Clay 
Interests Taking Stock 





H. G. Hoffman is about to incorpo- 
rate his general agency at Mt. Sterling, 
Ky., and on May 1 will move it to Lex- 
ington, where it will be operated in 
close conjunction with the recently or- 
ganized Henry Clay Fire. Mr. Hoffman 
states that press reports to the effect 
that he has sold out are incorrect. The 
general agency will be operated by the 
same clerical force as at present. Stock- 
holders will be citizens of Mt. Sterling 
and of Lexington, some of the latter 
being men prominent in the Henry 
Clay Fire organization. This company 
will be represented in the general 
agency, whose present companies are 
as follows: Fort Worth, Texas; Cen- 
tral National of Chicago, Austin Fire 
of Dallas; People’s National; Common- 
wealth of Texas, Jefferson Fire, Dixie 
Fire, Public Underwriters of Texas, 
National Lumber, German Fire of 
Pittsburg, and Ben Franklin. The In- 
ternational of St. Louis will also be 
represented when it gets to writing 
business. 

Mr. Hoffman has built up one of the 
leading general agencies of the south. 





Wants a National Law 


Auditor J. L. Bleakly of Iowa expects 
to take up the plan of shutting out of 
the state the companies which do a 
mail order business without being ad- 
mitted to the state. It was suggested 
when this question was agitated some 
months ago that the post office depart- 
ment be appealed to. Since then it has 
been practically decided by Auditor 
Bleakly to write to the various insur- 
ance commissioners and ask them to 
join in a movement to ask congress for 
a special law on the subject. It is 
thought that by thus memorializing 
congress and obtaining a law that will 
fit the case and can be subject to but 
one construction, the abuse will be 
eliminated. One eastern company has 
persistently violated the wishes of the 
Iowa department but every effort to 
put a stop to its business in Iowa has 
ended in failure. 





Fire Business in New Jersey 
The total fire premiums in New Jer- 
sey last year were $9,957,829, with 
$3,730,250 incurred losses. The New 
Jersey home companies report $875,002 
premiums, and $272,138 losses. The 
record of the state leaders is:

CRISIS AS TO EASTERN UNION 





North British and Commonwealth Re- 
tire Following the Resignation of 
Commercial Union Group 





New York, March 30—(Special)— 
Following the» resignation of United 
States Manager Wray of the Commer- 
cial Union and Palatine from the East- 
ern Union, United States Manager 
Richards of the North British & Mer- 
cantile, and the Commonwealth of New 
York, tenders his resignation. 

This defection from the ranks indi- 
cates a grave crisis in the organization 
and its possible disruption. 

A special committe of ten was ap- 
pointed to line up a plan to deal with 
nonunion companies. Its recommenda- 
tions, according to Mr. Richards, were 
not such as to bring relief. 

The present crisis in the Eastern 
Union is due to President Evans of the 
Continental not coming in. The old 
Phenix was a member but the Con- 
tinental was not. 

The membership of the Eastern 
Union is now the lowest numerically in 
its history. 





Bring an Injunction Suit 

Peckham, Wampold & Smith, Chi- 
cago, public adjusters, have brought an 
injunction suit to restrain Thrasher 
Hall, a former member of the concern, 
from doing adjusting in Chicago, alleg- 
ing breach of contract. Mr. Hall re- 
taliates by making demand for payment 
of his stock in the incorporated adjust- 
ing company. It goes to a master-in- 
chancery for hearing. 





GENERAL SOUTHERN NOTES 


The Spring Garden has retired from the 
Keeton agency at Williamsburg, Ky. ‘ 
F. Bolling, state agent for Kentucky, has 
= yet made an appointment for that sec- 
tion. 


The Camden Fire, which was last week 
given a permit to do business in Ken- 
tucky, will be looked after by Rodney 
Davis, of Chicago, who has been ap- 
pointed general agent in charge of eleven 
states. 


R. B. Mahoney, of Stanford, Ky., has 
sold his agency to Fish & Pennington. 
Mr. Mahoney may re-enter the ministry, 
which he left to become a successful fire 
insurance man. Both of the members of 
the agency, which has been formed to 
take over his business are well known.
